Honorable Frank W. Benson, Governor of Oregon: 

Sir : I have the honor to submit the following report of the 
work of this department during the period from November 1, 
1908, to November 1, 1910. All reports received from subor- 
dinate officers, extracts from inspection reports by officers of 
the regular army, and of the Inspector General are included. 

The following changes occurred since my last report : Com- 
pany D, Third Infantry, located at The Dalles, Oregon, having 
less than the minimum number of men on its rolls, and having 
failed to maintain the proper standard of efficiency, was, upon 
recommendation of the commanding officer and Inspector-Gen- 
eral, disbanded February 21, 1910. 

OREGON NATIONAL GUARD. 

The Oregon National Guard as at present organized consists 
of the authorized staff corps and departments: 
One eleven-company regiment, Third Infantry. 
One eight-company regiment, Fourth Infantry. 
One battery field artillery, Battery A. 
One company coast artillery, First Company C. A. C. 
One ambulance company section. 

The headquarters of the Third Infantry is at Portland and 
consists of a band and eleven companies. The headquarters 
of the Fourth Infantry is at Eugene and consists of eight com- 
panies. Battery A, Field Artillery, is located at Portland. The 
First Company, Coast Artillery Corps, is located at Astoria, 
and is permanently assigned to the United States Artillery, 
District of Columbia, the headquarters of this district being 
Fort Stevens, Oregon. The present strength of the Oregon 
National Guard is as follows: 
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CAMP AND FIELD DUTY. 

The Third Infantry, Captain C. E. McDonell commanding, 
and Ambulance Company Section, Captain M. B. Mar eel his 
commanding;, encamped at Clackamas on the State camp 
ground from July 12th to July 18th, inclusive. 

The Fourth Infantry, Colonel George 0. Yoran commanding, 
encamped at Clackamas on the State camp ground from July 
24th to July 30th, inclusive. 

Battery A, Field Artillery, Captain H. U. Welch command- 
ing, were assembled in a camp for target practice, near Sea- 
side, from August 7th to August 13th, inclusive. 

The First Company, Coast Artillery Corps, Captain Charles 
H. Abercrombie commanding, participated in a joint encamp- 
ment with the regular coast artillery troops at Fort Stevens, 
from September 6th to September 15th, inclusive. Attention 
is invited to comments of officers of the regular army, the 
reports of the commanding officer and the Inspector General 
en the camps for the year 1909.

FIELD INSTRUCTION, 1910. 

The Secretary of War having invited the Oregon National 
Guard to participate in joint manoeuvres at American Lake, 
Washington, the following organizations were ordered into 
camp from August 8th to 19th, inclusive: 

The Third Regiment, Infantry. 
The Fourth Regiment, Infantry. 
The Ambulance Company Section. 
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The regular troops remained in camp from August 1st to 
30th, and the National Guard from Oregon, Washington, Idaho 
and Montana each went into camp for such time and during 
the periods selected by each State. The system of instruction 
followed in this camp for the Oregon troops was excellent. 
The individual instructions to officers and non-commissioned 
officers, the outpost and advance guard duty, the working out 
of problems by contour maps, the gradual development of Ihe 
instruction from the simple to the more complex exercises, 
were exceedingly valuable to the troops from this State. The 
fact that many of the regulars were ordered away to fight 
forest fires complicated the scheme of instruction to some ex- 
tent near the close of the manoeuvres. Attention is invited to 
the reports of the regular army officers on duty with the guard 
and the commanding officers of regiments. 

BATTERY A, FIELD ARTILLERY. 

Battery A, Field Artillery, Captain H. U. Welch command- 
ing, went into camp for target practice near Cascades, Wash- 
ington, from July 17th to 26th, inclusive. Captain H. H. Reed, 
Second Field Artillery, United States Army, was detailed for 
duty with the battery and his report to the War Department 
mentioned the fact that horses ought to be provided, but gave 
the officers and men credit for the excellent service they were 
giving the State. The time has arrived when action should 
be taken by either the State or the United States to provide 
horses for this organization. Field Artillery is practically 
useless in time of war without horses; a dismounted battery 
can only serve as infantry. The United States has supplied 
the State of Oregon with expensive field artillery equipment 
amounting in money value close to $75,000.00, and it would 
seem as if the State should provide at least sixteen horses for 
the use of this battery. The following are extracts from 
Captain Reed's report: 

"The Battery has no horses, which is a very serious handicap. The 
drivers, consequently, have had practically no training in handling pairs 
or teams. The efficiency of a battery largely depends on its mobility. 
An effort should be made to purchase at least sufficient animals for a 
platoon, in case the entire battery is not so equipped, which would 
permit of the drivers receiving intruction and greatly increase the 
value of this excellent organization to the service." 

TROOPS INSPECTED. 

"The abnormally small percentage of attendance (50 per cent) was 
occasioned by the local business conditions. The battery commander 
personally interviewed employers, endeavoring to have his men excused 
from their business, in order to have them turn out with the battery." 
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DRILL AND INSTRUCTION: 

"The field maneuvers were necessarily very limited in extent of terri- 
tory covered. The Battery not having horses, the carriages were 
dragged by hand to firing positions. Five problems were executed; 108 
rounds of shrapnel fired. The fire discipline was very good, and firing 
effective in all problems."

RECORDS OF SOLDIERS OF INDIAN, CIVIL AND SPANISH-AMERICAN 

WARS. 

At the time of the passage of the appropriation bill for the 
payment of the Indian war veterans, 1855-56, it was found 
that the records pertaining to the service of the soldiers fur- 
nished this State for Indian campaigns, etc., were in a very 
incomplete and unsatisfactory condition. After assuming 
the duties of Adjutant General I began to collect data per- 
taining to the records of soldiers of all the wars and to syste- 
matically number and index all papers, at the same time 
placing them in filing cases. These records are now easily 
accessable and can be inspected and looked over without any 
double. The loss of the records indicated would be a verv 
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serious matter to the State, and it is suggested that the Ad- 
jutant General's office be located in a building with suitable 
vault room to protect these valuable records against destruc- 
tion by fire which it has taken years to collect and file properly, 
and if lost could not be replaced. 

ARMORIES. 

The passage of the Armory Bill of 1909 enabled the General 
Staff to begin the construction of armories. In accordance 
with the terms of the measure the county court, city council 
or citizens must furnish one-half of the amount of funds 
needed for the construction of such buildings in the localities 
where said armories are to be located. Applications are on 
file from Albany, Woodburn, Salem, Ashland, Baker City and 
Roseburg for funds, but up to this time the people of Albany 
and vicinity are the only ones who have been successful in 
raising the necessary amount of money required. The armory 
at Albany, with the exception of a heating plant, will probably 
be completed and turned over to the State by December 1st. 
It covers a quarter block of ground, 100x134 ; is constructed of 
brick, and is modern in its appointments. The cost of the 
building and grounds is $27,000. The County Court contrib- 
uted $6,750, the city of Albany $6,750 and the State of Oregon 
$13,500. 

It is desired that the policy adopted by the legislature in 
appropriating $20,000 a year for the purpose of constructing 
armories be continued, provided the localities where these 
buildings are located will give half the cost of the same. It is 
suggested that the appropriation by the State be made a con- 
tinuous one, with the proviso that if the money is not used 
within a given time it shall revert to the State treasury. 
The accompanying picture shows the Albany National Guard 
complete on the outside.

SMALL ARMS PRACTICE. 

Rifle practice is one of the most important branches of the 
soldier's work; especially is this true since the high power 
rifles have been adopted. A system of indoor rifle practice, 
when consistently carried on, is of great benefit to the guards- 
men ; gallery practice for the recruit is like the primer for the 
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school boy of six. The shooting of small caliber rifles with a 
reduced charge of smokeless powder gives newly enlisted men 
the confidence required to practice on an outdoor range, with 
a long range rifle and high power ammunition. The troops 
have not, for the past year, given gallery practice the required 
amount of attention; more practice on gallery ranges will 
bring about the desired result. Rifle practice on outdoor ranges 
is being carried on in a systematic manner and in accordance 
with rules prescribed and orders issued from this office. Fig- 
ures of merit for organizations are much higher than for- 
merly. The average or state figure of merit is consequently 
higher for the year 1909 than for any previous year. Company 
E, Fourth Infantry, has 136.59 as a figure of merit, being the 
highest in the State. The State figure of merit for 1909 was 
60.17; the total number of enlisted men firing with the rifle 
v as 964. Practice was to some extent interrupted during the 
year 1910 on account of the forest fires the troops were en- 
gaged in fighting during the latter part of August. The report 
of this year's target work cannot be completed until about 
January 1, 1911. All organizations are provided with facili- 
ties for target practice at distances from 200 to 600 yards, 
and with the exception of two companies, up to 1,000 yards. 
The interest manifested in rifle practice is much greater than 
before the Spanish-American war, and the result from per- 
sistent work is placing Oregon in a class of marksmen second 
to none in the United States. Every encouragement possible 
is given by this department to this important part of the work 
of the soldier. It is, however, to be regretted that press of other 
business makes it practically impossible for the Adjutant Gen- 
eral to give the amount of personal attention to rifle practice 
to make it a complete success. This should be actively handled 
by a general inspector of small arms practice, who should be 
able, through correspondence if not by personal visits, to keep 
thoroughly in touch witn what is being done at each station. 
By suggesting plans to commanding officers, by instructing the 
troops, and urging upon them the great importance of training 
the men in marksmanship, splendid results could be obtained. 
It is suggested that provisions be made for the appointment of 
a State inspector of small arms practice. 

RIFLE RANGES. 

In the report from this department for 1907-1908 the fact 
was mentioned that negotiations were under way for the pur- 
chase of a rifle range near Portland. Early in 1909 a tract of 
land was leased near Clackamas for the purpose of construct- 
ing a rifle range thereon and for the use of a camp ground, 
containing 100.04 acres. The yearly rental for this land is 
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$624.33, and the time of the lease ,was fixed from the 15th day 
of March, 1909, to the 15th day of July, 1911, with an option 
to purchase at least one-third of the land each year, and the 
privilege is granted the lessee for an extension of the lease and 
the option to purchase for an additional term of five years. 
This lease was entered into in the name of the United States, 
and the rental as well as the cost of the land, when transferred, 
is being paid out of funds appropriated under Section 1661, 
Revised Statutes of the United States, which provides for the 
purchase of land and the construction of rifle ranges thereon, 
as well as for arms, equipment and camp purposes. The terms 
of the lease and option to purchase were approved by the Sec- 
retary of War, and at this writing 34 acres of the land ha3 
been taken over and paid for by the United States. That por- 
tion of the ground now in use for a rifle range when purchased 
v/as covered with a heavy growth of underbrush and timber. 
It was necessary to hire a crew of men to clear the ground. 
This was done early in 1909, and by June of that year the 
range was ready for use, the encampment as well as the State 
rifle competition being held in July. The Clackamas rifle 
range is well located, being on the Southern Pacific Railroad, 
within one-half mile of the depot at Clackamas, only twelve 
miles from Portland and two and one-half miles from the 
Oregon City electric line. A high hill at the east end of the 
range serves as a backstop, and with some additional work it 
is being made into a perfectly safe rifle range. Twenty-seven 
targets are now in use, seventeen for long and ten for short 
range practice. The land is very valuable and since the pur- 
chase of this tract offers were made for the property at a 
considerable advance over the price contracted by the United 
States. Since the State and United States have each expended 
large sums of money for the purpose of acquiring a rifle range 
and providing a place of rendezvous for the guard, it would 
seem that every effort should be made by commanding officers 
compelling members of organizations to take advantage of the 
splendid facilities for rifle practice. 

It is intended to acquire rifle ranges for organizations 
throughout the State under the same system as fast as funds 
become available and the efficiency of the local troops justify 
the expenditure.

The following resolution will be presented at the meeting of 
the directors of the National Rifle Association of the United 
States, to be held early in 1911 : 

RESOLUTION. 

Whereas, by various acts of the Congress of the United 
States, the organized militia has been made a national organ- 
ization in fact as well as name and is recognized by the na- 
tional government as a part of the first line of defense ; and 

Whereas, the various states are, through the state assem- 
blies, appropriating funds for the maintenance of the National 
Guard and the construction of armories in their own states 
until the matter of sending teams to the National match has 
become quite a burden; and 

Whereas, the expense for sending the State teams to the 
National match should be equalized as near as possible; 

Therefore, be it resolved, that the National Guard Asso- 
ciation of the United States in regular convention assembled, 
respectfully petition the Congress of the United States and 
urge it to enact such legislation and appropriate the amount of 
money necessary to cover the total cost of sending one team 
from each state to the national matches, so that the states 
would be on equality in this respect. 

The following may be of interest to members of the guard 
who have attended National matches in the past: 

"There is considerable quiet talk as to the advisability of 
making the, National rifle matches a biennial affair instead of 
holding them yearly. That they have been a tremendous factor 
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in arousing interest in shooting throughout all branches of the 
military service and the National Guard is not denied. Since 
they were instituted by an act of Congress appropriating money 
for the National trophy, medals and prizes, Congress has in- 
creased the appropriation for the National Guards from one 
to two million dollars annually, with the understanding, that 
$500,000 of this appropriation was to be expended in rifle 
practice. Out of this money the expenses of the teams at the 
National match are paid. In many cases these expenses con- 
stitute a very formidable drain on the State's allotment. 
Especially is this the case with the smaller states and terri- 
tories. These usually have long trips involving heavy trans- 
portation charges and considerable pay for the members of 
the team while on duty coming and going. An officer in the 
Arizona National Guard receives the same as an officer of 
similar rank in the New York National Guard while on duty, 
so that the team expenses for the smaller states are as high a3 
those for the larger states, although the amount of money 
received from the national government is very much less. 

"The result has been that where a small state sends a team 
to the tournament each year it finds itself with little left for 
rifle practice at home. These states and territories are anxious 
to apply a certain amount of the Federal appropriation to the 
construction and equipment of State ranges and for rifle prac- 
tice among the members of the guard at home. It is also felt 
that if the matches were held every two years there would be 
greater novelty and more interest taken in them. The army 
has adopted a two-year system instead of annual matches, 
partly on account of the fact that the army manoeuvres and 
individual camps of instructions are held in alternate years. 
Preparations for the National matches and attendance thereon 
consume considerable time on the part of the members of the 
teams and practically eliminates them from participation in 
the manoeuvres. For the last two years the army has supplied 
the officers and men for the Camp Perry range during the 
National Rifle Association matches, as well as during the 
National matches. As this involves the services of more than 
one hundred officers and over one thousand experienced en- 
listed men, it seriously handicaps the training of the National 
Guardsmen by the regular officers during the manoeuvre years. 
It also accentuates the serious shortage of regular army offi- 
cers. If, however, the National matches required the services 
of twice as many officers and enlisted men from the regular 
army to conduct them, their military feature to the country 
would be well worth the expenditure. 

"By next year the Government of the United States will pos- 
sess a rifle range of sufficient size and equipment to take care 
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of the National matches. It is constructing a new range near 
Sparta, Wisconsin, in connection with the artillery range there, 
and on this range the National matches can be accommodated. 
It is doubtful, however, whether the National Rifle Association 
matches could be shot there, as there will probably be only one 
bank of targets, fifty in number, so that only one stage of one 
match could be shot at a time. At Camp Perry, with its equip- 
ment of more than two hundred targets, it is possible to shoot 
several matches simultaneously. The National Guard is not 
partial to the idea of going to Sparta, Wisconsin, which is not 
accessible to civilization. New York expects to have its range 
completed by 1812, and if it invites the tournament it will be 
a formidable bidder." 

LEGISLATION ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY OP THE 
STATE OF OREGON DURING THE SESSION OF 1909. 

The Legislative Assembly of 1909 passed three measures 
that were greatly desired by the National Guard ; namely, the 
amendments to the State Military Code, conforming our State 
laws to the national laws, and the regulations of the War 
Department, prohibiting the wearing of the United States 
Army, Navy or National Guard uniform, and appropriating 
funds for the construction of armories. The following extract 
is taken from a report written by Colonel James Jackson, 
U. S. Army, retired, on duty with the Oregon National Guard, 
referring to the Military Code of 1909 : 

THE MILITARY CODE OF 1909. 

"The Military Code, adopted in 1909, embodies features 
which place the State troops on a higher plane of military 
efficiency than ever before, relieving the National Guard of 
the evil effects of political changes and making it more co- 
hesive. It requires that all officers be examined for fitness and 
that officers holding the more responsible positions must have 
the experience of from two to six years of service with troops ; 
that the Adjutant General be a soldier of experience and con- 
tinuous in office, a very beneficial provision for the military 
welfare and progressive instruction of the guard. Soldiering 
is now an expert business and an officer of training and war 
experience as chief of staff, continuing in office under chang- 
ing administrations, is not only of great assistance to the 
governor, but the sine qua non of military efficiency in the 
guard, which he practically commands. Such a status adds 
much to the respect and consideration in which the Adjutant 
General of the State would be held by that influential body, 
the National Guard Association of the United States, of which 
he is a member. 
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"The Code has assimilated the Oregon National Guard to the 
organization, armament and instruction of the regular army, 
so that it can at any time be provided for by the United States 
supply departments; it provides that officers, once elected or 
appointed, hold office during good behavior, which makes it pos- 
sible to carry out uniform systems of instruction. The guard 
is now a wholly military body prepared to serve the State or 
nation whenever called upon without regard to political pref- 
erence. The Code provides for a general staff, in which all 
arms of the service are represented. This general staff is 
advisory to the Governor in all that concerns the guard. It 
audits and regulates expenditures to accord with the appro- 
priations and provides rules and regulations for the govern- 
ment of the guard." 

The act prohibiting the wearing of the uniform is here given 
in full : 

An Act Prohibiting the Wearing op the Uniform op the 
United States Army or Navy or National Guard, and 
Providing a Penalty for Violation Thereof. 

Be it enacted by the People of the State of Oregon: 
Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the State of Ore- 
gon: 

Every person other than an officer or enlisted man of the 
National Guard or National Guard Veterans of the State of 
Oregon, or of any other state, or of the United States Army, 
Navy, Marine Corps or Revenue Service, or Forest Service, 
or inmate of any veterans' or soldiers' home, who at any time 
wears the uniform of the United States Army or Navy or 
National Guard, or any part of such uniform, or a uniform or 
part of a uniform similar thereto, within the bounds of the 
State of Oregon, is guilty of a misdemeanor, and if found 
guilty of such offense shall be punishable by a fine of not less 
than ten dollars nor more than one hundred dollars, or by 
imprisonment in the county jail not exceeding sixty days, or 
by both such fine and imprisonment; provided, that nothing 
in this act shall be construed as prohibiting persons actually 
attending any institution of learning of this or any other 
state or territory, which shall have adopted said uniform as 
the uniform of such institution, from wearing such uniform, 
or as prohibiting persons of the theatrical profession from 
wearing such uniform in any playhouse or theater while act- 
ually engaged in following said profession, or as prohibiting 
the uniform rank of civic societies parading or traveling in a 
body or assembling in a lodge room; and, provided, further, 
that whenever the National Guard, or any part thereof, is in 
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active service or is called into active service, no civic or other 
organization or institution or member thereof shall parade or 
appear in uniform in the locality where the said National 
Guard is in service. 

ARMORY BILL. 

Section 1. That the sum of forty thousand dollars ($40,000) 
is hereby appropriated out of any moneys in the general fund 
in the State Treasury, not otherwise appropriated, for the pur- 
pose of purchasing grounds and constructing armories thereon 
m the several cities and towns in the State of Oregon, for the 
use of the Oregon National Guard, the same to be a continuing 
appropriation of twenty thousand ($20,000) dollars annually 
for the two years beginning January 1, 1910; and the use and 
expenditure of the said sum hereby appropriated shall not be 
limited to any particular year and may be expended at any 
period within the two years ensuing. 

Sec. 2. That the purchasing of suitable locations and con- 
struction of such armories shall be upon the recommendations 
and under the supervision of the State Military Board of the 
State of Oregon, which shall adopt such regulations for the 
maintenance and control of said armories as may be deemed 
necessary by it. 

Sec. 3. That said armories shall be constructed in such 
cities or towns not already provided with armories, where one 
or more companies of the Oregon National Guard, fully organ- 
ized under the laws of the State of Oregon, may be located, 
and where, in the, judgment of the State Military Board, it 
will be most convenient to the companies, and where most 
necessary. 

But no part of the moneys hereby appropriated shall be 
available or paid out for the construction of any armory in any 
city or town, except upon the condition that the county court, 
city council, or by individual subscription in such locality, 
shall appropriate funds and pay one-half of the cost of such 
armory and grounds. The County Courts of the several coun- 
ties and the city councils of the various cities in this State are 
hereby authorized to levy taxes for the purpose of raising 
funds for the construction and erection of armories, as pro- 
vided for in this act. The money hereby appropriated shall be 
available for use in the several counties of the State in the order 
in which such counties make application therefor and provide 
for the payment of half the expense of such armories and 
grounds ; provided, however, that all title f o sa id armory and 
grounds upon which the same are situated shall vest in the 
State of Oregon. 

Sec. 4. That the said armories shall be safe, suitable and of 
sufficient size for the drilling of a company or battalion, ac- 
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cording to where the same may be located; provided, that if 
two or more companies are organized in one town or city, said 
companies shall each have the use of said armory. 

Sec. 5. That each company of infantry and naval division, 
each troop of cavalry and battery of artillery, and each fully 
organized band of corps established by authority of the Mili- 
tary Board using said armories shall pay to the state treas- 
urer of the State of Oregon, each quarter, out of its annual 
allowance, such sum as rental for the use thereof as the Mili- 
tary Board shall from time to time fix and establish. 

ACTIVE SERVICE. 

The Oregon National Guard was called upon to assist the 
civil authorities by the County Judge of Multnomah County 
June 12, 1909, during the automobile races on that date. At- 
tention is invited to the report of the commanding officers of 
the Third Infantry and Provisional Battalion, on duty. 

FIGHTING FOREST FIRES. 

It was clearly demonstrated during the destructive forest 
fires of 1910 that the most efficient fire fighters are soldiers. 
The service rendered by the Oregon National Guard in figttting 
fire and guarding property was of the greatest benefit to the 
people of this State. It can be truly said that a service of this 
nature cannot be paid for in money, for money will not com- 
pensate the man who leaves his business at the call of the 
Governor to risk his health, and at times his life, in order to 
check the oncoming volume of flames. The members of the 
guard do not expect any praise for doing their duty, but that 
credit is due them is true without question. The expense for 
this extraordinary service must be met through an appropria- 
tion to be asted for from the legislature, and it is hoped that 
that body will respond in as liberal a manner as possible. 

The following organizations were ordered to assist in put- 
ting out forest fires, upon request of the county judges of 
Multomah and Linn Counties : 

Company K, Third Infantry, Captain R. 0. Scott command- 
ing, was ordered August 24th to proceed to Boring, Oregon, 
to assist in putting out forest fires. This company remained 
on duty until the evening of August 27th. First Lieutenant 
R. W. Holman and Second Lieutenant Frank S. Sever were 
both on duty with the company. 

Battery A, Field Artillery, Captain H. U. Welch commanding, 
was ordered to proceed to Boring, Oregon, August 24th, to as- 
sist in putting out forest fires. This organization remained on 
duty until the night of August 26th. First Lieutenants Lee 
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M. Clark and Frank I. Randall were on duty with the battery. 

Companies E, C and H, Third Infantry, were ordered to 
Marmot, near the Bull Run water reserve, to assist in putting 
out forest fires. Company E, Third Infantry, Captain C. T. 
Smith commanding, left the Multnomah County Armory Aug- 
ust 25th, and proceeded to a point south of Boring and put 
out a forest fire. 

Company C, Third Infantry, First Lieutenant Daniel E. 
Bowman commanding, and Company H, Third Infantry, Cap- 
tian Lester R. Kellock commanding, were ordered to report to 
Captain Smith at Boring, and together with Company E pro- 
ceed to Marmot, near tne Bull Run water reserve, to assist 
in putting out fires. The officers on duty with the provisional 
battalion were : First Lieutenant William L. Ormandy, First 
Lieutenant Richard Deich, Second Lieutenant Frederick W. 
Drake, Second Lieutenant Henry McConnell and Second Lieu- 
tenant Thomas M. Trauger, acting quartermaster and commis- 
sary. 

Company G, Fourth Infantry, Captain Stanley J. Hammel 
commanding, was ordered to proceed to Sawyer's Mill, in Linn 
County, to assist in putting out forest fires, August 26th. This 
company remained on duty until August 30th. First Lieuten- 
ant Samuel C. Worrel was on duty with this company. 

Attention is invited to the reports of the officers on duty, 
printed elsewhere. The following letters were received at this 
office from Hon. Joseph Simon, Mayor of Portland, and Mr. T. 
H. Sherrard, United States Forest Supervisor, expressing their 
appreciation for the service rendered by the Oregon National 
Guard :

DEAR SIR: I have been directed by the Water Board to extend the 
thanks of the City of Portland to yourself and the Oregon National 
Guards, and especially the companies participating therein, for the very 
effective and valuable service rendered the City in the protection of 
the Bull Run reserve from the recent impending fires raging throughout 
that portion of the State. Should these fires have penetrated the Bull 
Run reserve and affected the water supply of Portland, it is difficult to 
estimate the injury as well as the distress and suffering that the citizens 
of Portland would have been subjected to.

DEAR SIR: It gives me great pleasure to inform you that I have 
very enthusiastic reports from the Forest officers with regard to the 
excellent work of the troops in fighting the forest fires along the Sandy 
River. The fires in this region covered a very large territory and much 
valuable property was threatened. 

• They were almost entirely outside of the National Forest, but there 
was danger of their spreading to the watershed of the City Water supply, 
and for that reason the Forest Service was especially glad to co-operate 
with the city and with the troops in fighting these fires. 

The fires were reported completely under control before the troops 
left. The success with which these fires were handled was largely due 
to the effective service of the troops and I am sure that every one 
interested has every reason to thank the Oregon National Guard and to 
congratulate you on the efficiency of the service.

NATIONAL GUARD ASSOCIATION OF THE UNITED STATES.

At a meeting of the National Guard Association of the 
United States, held in St. Louis, Missouri, a pay bill was 
adopted and the Executive Committee was instructed to have 
it presented to Congress when that body convenes in December 
of this year. 

It is believed that the pay bill will be very beneficial to the 
National Guard. For many years the members of the guard 
have attended to their duties without pay or hope of reward, 
the only object in view was to be ready to take the field at a 
moment's notice in defense of our country. It is therefore only 
just that some slight compensation should be made in return 
for time and money actually spent for the benefit of the service. 

FEDERAL PAY FOR THE NATIONAL GUARD. 

The following bill to provide Federal pay for the Organized 
Militia, presented by the Legislative Committee of the National 
Guard Association of the United States to the convention in 
session at St. Louis, was adopted by the convention : 
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A BILL 

To further increase the efficiency of the Organized Militia and for other 

purposes. 

Be it exacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United 
States in Congress assembled: 

Section 1. That, under such regulations as the Secretary of War in 
conference with the National Militia Board may prescribe, the com- 
missioned officers of the organized militia of each state, territory and 
the District of Columbia shall receive in compensation for their services 
other than of annual encampment or in case of riot, insurrection or in- 
vasion, certain percentages of the annual rate of pay for officers of like 
grade in the army of the United States as is now or may be hereafter 
established by law as follows: All officers below the grade of general 
officers, including officers of the medical corps serving with troops, 
fifteen (15) per cent, and an additional five per cent to the commanding 
officers .of all companies, troops and batteries; general officers and offi- 
cers of staff departments serving with general officers, five (5) per cent; 
provided, each such officer shall have performed at least seventy-five 
(75) per cent of the duties prescribed by statutes or in orders by the 
commander-in-chief of his state or territory or the commanding general 
of the organized militia of the District of Columbia, excepting for 
services hereinbefore excluded; provided, further, that no officer shall 
be entitled to such compensation until he shall have passed such ex- 
amination as shall be prescribed for officers of that grade by the 
Secretary of War in conference with the National Militia Board. 

Sec. 2. That, under such regulations as the Secretary of War in 
conference with the National Militia Board shall prescribe, each enlisted 
man of the organized militia of each state, territory and the District of 
Columbia shall receive in compensation for his services, other than at 
annual encampments or in case of riot, insurrection or invasion, twenty- 
five (25) per cent of the annual rate of pay for enlisted men of like 
grade in the army of the United States as is now or may be hereafter 
established by law, for attendance upon forty-eight (48) drills or 
equivalent military duty prescribed by statutes or in orders by the 
commander-in-chief of his state or territory or the commanding general 
of the District of Columbia, during any one year, or a proportionate 
amount for attendance upon any number of drills or equivalent military 
duty not less than twenty (20) ; provided, no compensation shall be 
paid for attendance at less than twenty (20) such drills or equivalent 
military duty; provided, further, that the compensation provided for 
herein shall be computed and paid semi-annually as proportioned above; 
and provided, further, that no compensation hereunder shall be paid to 
any enlisted man, except non-combatants, in the first year of his 
enlistment unless and until he shall have made a record score with 
the prescribed weapon of his arm of the service, nor thereafter unless 
and until he shall have fired the prescribed course or such equivalent 
as shall be prescribed by the Secretary of War in conference with the 
National Militia Board. 

Sec. 3. All disbursements under the provisions of the preceding 
sections shall be made on or before the fifteenth days of June and 
December of each year. 

Sec. 4. Stoppage may be made against the compensation payable to 
any officer or enlisted man hereunder to meet the cost of public 
property lost or destroyed by and chargeable to such officer or enlisted 
man. 

Sec. 5. All moneys required to meet the disbursements provided for 
in this act shall be payable out of any public moneys in the treasury 
of the United States not otherwise appropriated. 
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CORRESPONDENCE SCHOOL. 

During the winter of 1909-10 a correspondence school was 
conducted for the officers of the Oregon National Guard from 
these headquarters. It was intended to make the taking of the 
course compulsory for all officers below the grade of captain 
and optional with officers of higher rank, provided that when 
map problems were submitted all officers were required to 
participate. The following report shows the number of officers 
taking the course, and the average percentage attained by each 
grade on the different subjects :

The officers who received a grading of 75 per cent or better 
on the subjects studied will receive a certificate of efficiency to 
that effect. The correspondence school is being supplemented 
this year with war games at Multnomah County Armory, um- 
pired by an officer from the First U. S. Infantry, stationed at 
Vancouver Barracks, Washington. 

OREGON NAVAL RESERVE. 

If it is intended that Oregon shall have a permanent organ- 
ization of Naval Militia it will be necessary for the Legislature 
to pass laws in accordance with the Constitution, giving the 
naval forces of the State the same standing as now enjoyed by 
the land forces. 

In accordance with direction of the Governor, the following 
order was issued August 27, 1910, announcing the appointment 
of naval officers and prescribing the number of divisions al- 
lowed. It is recommended that the legislature give the Ore- 
gon Naval Reserve such assistance as is thought to be con- 
sistent with the idea of the protection of the Pacific coast :

First. Your request of some time ago for a report on the nature 
and work and establishment of the Oregon Naval Reserve noted. In 
apology for the delay please allow me to beg such a multitude of things 
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to do, and each seemingly Immediate that 1 could not accomplish the 

Second. For your report to the State Legislature 1 will say this: 
With the wonderful growth of population and developed wealth on the 
Pacific Slope, the naval defense factor of the Federal Government 
recognizes the great necessity to establish a system of defense of such 
lives and property, on the Pacific Coast, as will be of value in time 
of need. No nation being able to produce itself to posterity when its 
young manhood are not trained In its defense, It Is necessary to establish 
military and naval educational systems, in times of peace, that they 
may be efficient in times of war. The National Guard of the State of 
Oregon are filling that most necessary function for our land defenses 
and the "ralson d'etre" of the Oregon Naval Reserve Is to train the 
young citizens for their duties aboard of ships of war that our sea 
defenses may be In keeping with the dignity of the State and the inter- 
ests at stake. 

Thru Its office of Hydrography located In the Custom House, Portland, 
Oregon, the Navy Department officially offers much valuable properties 
and assistance to the State of Oregon for this work. However, the 
Federal Government cannot take upon itself the duty of doing all there 
Is to be done and encouragement from the State Government Is necessary 
In order that the resources of the Federal Government may be drawn 
upon. It has been the custom In the United States of America to have 
the individual states contribute their. quota of men and money to the 
National Guard and Naval Reserve establishments. In time, no doubt, 
these establishments will gradually be consolidated under the War 
Department and the Navy Department for greater efficiency demands 
this. Because of this custom it is the duty of the sovereign State of 
Oregon to assist the Federal Government in this work which has been 
absorbing the attention of the three Pacific Coast states for the past 
few years. The establishment of the Oregon Naval Reserve filled the 
gap which has existed In the protection policy of the Pacific Coast; 
Washington and California have both had naval reserves but Oregon has 
had none. The Associated Chambers of Commerce held a convention to 
develop means of building a Pacific Coast Navy. There can be no 
hearty and successful movement toward that end until each state on 
this coast shows its "home feeling" by contributing a Naval Reserve 
wherein Its young citizens can learn their duties of protection upon 
the sea. 

The next great war, according to those best qualified to say, wilt be a 
sea war. There is much talk of its being on the Pacific Ocean. ' Wnere- 
ever It Is, the Pacific slope with its immense wealth and population 
should not allow itself to be unprotected against whatever internal or 
external force of greed or rapaciousness that may be thrown against it. 
There is no better school for teaching what good citizenship is than 
a national guard or a naval reserve, both similar In texture but dif- 
ferent In nature of technical work. 

The reason why it is necessary to train men for the navy in times 
of peace rests upon the following facts: The work of a ship is manifold 
.ure. It Is not a "one-buslnes" work but a work In which must be 
mized the most widely different professions and occupations, 
ermore, they must be so highly harmonized and their efforts so 
tely balanced and concentrated that the ship and squadron as a 
can be maneuvered quicker than the enemy sjid the most destruc- 
jn be done in the shortest space of time. To do this there must be 
d men detailed to one of two particular things but capable of 
several things. There must be men capable of commanding. 
must be marine engineers, constructors and carpenters. There 
be skilled men with heavy and light ordinance, small arms and 
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powders. Electricians, boiler makers, gunners mates, signalmen, cooks 
and surgeons, nurses and painters, clerks, coppersmiths, wireless oper- 
ators, navigators, sailors, blacksmiths and deep sea divers. There must 
be all these and more too, jerving on one ship and each one under the 
same general dicipline in such a manner as not to interfere with each 
other but to facilitate the work as a whole. With these men must then be 
counted the gun pointers, gun captains, turret captains, shell spotters, 
range finders, magazine operators and torpedo men who do the destruc- 
tion to the enemy. 

As may be easily seen, to develop such a body of men individually 
and collectively, will require some time and work. The men must have 
a chance to learn their duties or the battle will be lost with the 
resultant loss of property, lives, prestige of the nation and heavy 
indemnities paid by the sweat of the fallen nation. i This can all be 
provided against by instituting an Oregon Naval Reserve similar to that 
kept up by about 23 other states of the Union. The State naval forces 
will make it possible to economize in regular naval expenditures as well, 
because with a large citizen navy there will be less need of a large 
standing regular navy. With a citizenry ignorant of their duties in the 
work of the defense of their state, nation and homes, there must be 
kept up a large and expensive naval establishment to call upon im- 
mediately. Desire remains in the human breast so long as life does 
and wars are caused by a confliction of desires; it can be seen that so 
long as desire lives, just so long will wars be imminent and should be 
insured against. The same reason for keeping police forces for cities 
is the same reason for keeping navies for the state and nation. 

The Federal Government is considering loaning to the State a ship 
of war fully equipped with every thing necesary. A library worth over 
one hundred dollars has already been received for instruction of the 
reserves now organized. Application thru the Governor has been 
made for cutters, rifles and equipment for seamanship purposes, to the 
Navy Department which will be sent to the State. The Navy Department 
will give all this when Oregon shows encouragement by engaging in 
the work herself and establishing by statute and appropriation a perma- 
nent Oregon Naval Reserve. The vessels under consideration are the 
cruiser Boston and the gunboat Concord, the first a vessel of 21 guns 
the second of 14 guns. Both are capable of entering the harbors of 
Oregon and defending them. The Boston, complete and fully equipped 
would be valued at possibly over $2,000,000. This loan is of importance 
to the State and shows the importance which the Federal Government 
places in this work. 

The Reserves are now established provisionally. Acting upon his 
authority as Commander in Chief of the Naval forces of the State, 
according to the State Constitution, Acting Governor Bowerman ap- 
pointed the officers of the naval reserve as elected in public meeting 
by the men engaged therein. At the present writing the Oregon Naval 
Reserves show a strength of about 204 enlisted men and 16 officers. 
The men are being drilled weekly and are also under a system of naval 
education by lectures by the various officers. As soon as the Federal 
Government and the State make it possible practical seamenship and 
navigation will be taken up. The officers are men of public record 
for their work at sea on the decks of naval and merchant ships. The 
battalion is divided into five divisions, the First and Second Divisions 
„t Portland, the Third and Fourth at Mashfield and the Fifth forming 
at North Bend. The people of Astoria are taking an interest in the 
work and are expected soon to organize also. 

It is most important for the legislature to note that no armories will 
be asked for, it being the naval policy to develop a naval body and not

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a military body, to make sailors and not soldiers. For this purpose a 
ship of war is loaned to the state, or will be in the near future if the 
State shows its appreciation of its duty. With such a ship much money 
will be saved in the way of rents, construction, and coal. The Federal 
Government gives much coal free of charge as well as all the rifles, 
bayonets, belts, boats, cordage, blocks, etc. It will be necessary for 
the State simply to provide for the men's uniforms, food while on 
their two weeks cruise, pay similar to the national guards while on 
duty. Six shlpkeepers are furnished by the Navy Department but it 
may be necessary to furnish a ship caretaker from the Naval Reserves 
who will be in charge of the federal shlpkeepers as other states have 
found necessary. The State shipkeeper being responsible to the State 
for its property and the others not. An electrician may be needed for 
evenings when drills and meeting are held who will look after the 
dynamo room. But the total expense will be small compared with 
conditions if the Federal Government did not provide so bountifully. 

Statistics are being gathered from other states upon which to 
base the request for appropriation. They are not in yet in sufficient 
numbers to make use of them for this letter. After consideration with 
the other officers, and based upon very limited statistics and personal 
knowledge and no local state precedence, it is thought that about $30,000 
will defray expenses of the Oregon Naval Reserves for the two years 
coming. With from 250 to 500 stand of modern rifles, with a full 
equipment of cutters worth each $1,500, with all other equipments, coal 
and instruction books together with a regular man-o-war of $2,000,000 
valuation, the $30,000 by the State will be a good investment, the wisdom 
of which is best noted when the structure of the State is ruptured and a 
drilled body is at hand to preserve life and property.

COAST ARTILLERY RESERVES. 

The Pacific coast is not well defended according to the best 
judgment of military experts. It seems therefore necessary 
that each state furnish its quota of troops to man the fortifica- 
tions now provided According to the report of the Chief of 
Coast Artillery, U. S. Army, Oregon should have at least three 
companies of well organized, equipped and trained coast artil- 
lery companies. Three organizations would duplicate the num- 
ber of regular gun companies now stationed at Fort Stevens, 
not including the troops needed for submarine-mine work and 
for the unmanned guns now in the fortifications. Coast de- 
fense duty should appeal to a class of citizen* that are reluctant 
to enlist in the infantry, cavalry or field artillery. The citizen 
soldier who serves his country in this branch of the service 
knows where he will go in time of trouble; he is also certain 
that each year he will be taken to the coast forts for ten days 
or two weeks of exercises that will give him the proper train- 
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ing in handling the big guns, to prepare him for actual war. 
The man in the coast artillery is close enough to his place of 
residence so that during hostilities he will be able to occasion- 
ally secure leave of absence from his duties to visit his family 
or place of business ; thus this branch of the service ought to 
be the most popular for married men. It has been stated by 
officers of the regular army that we have not enough coast 
artillery soldiers to man the defenses now installed on the 
Pacific coast. The following extract from an article written 
by First Lieutenant W. C. Jacobs, Coast Artillery Corps, on 
this subject, is herewith published: 

"Have we enough Coast Artillery soldiers to man the defenses now 
installed?" There is but one side to this question and the answer is 
plainly "no." To those who think of war as a present possibility this 
"unless" is the key to the whole situation. With it removed they would 
feel safe. With it staring them in the face they cannot but be alarmed. 
Right well may they ask of what use are costly guns and fortifications 
unless they can be put to some purpose. So many wooden dummies 
would serve fully as well if the men necesary to handle the material 
are lacking. 

Let us see just how great this lack of available men is. The easiest 
way to show it is by a concrete example. The mouth of the Columbia 
River is one of the most important commercial and strategical points 
of the Pacific Coast. If it should fall into the hands of an enemy he 
would have direct access to the heart of the northern Pacific Coast and 
could move and operate his forces as he saw fit The necessity of proper- 
ly defending it is therefore obvious. 

At present there are three forts guarding the entrance to the Columbia 
River, Fort Stevens in Oregon and Forts Canby and Columbia in 
Washington. Altogether these three forts have in their defenses 13 
batteries, 12 of them being gun batteries, ranging from three-inch rapid 
fire guns to 12-inch rifles, and one of them a mortar battery. 

In the artillery district of the Columbia, comprising the above three 
forts, there are four companies of the regular Coast Artillery forces. 
These four companies are assigned to four different batteries and furnish 
enough men to man them fully in time of peace, with the exception of 
the mortar battery, which requires two full companies. 

Before going further let us understand what the words "fully man" 
mean. They mean one thing in war and another in peace. In time of 
peace a battery is said to be fully manned when there are enough men 
to work the guns and the appartus by which the range to the target 
Is obtained. That is, when there are enough men to fill every position 
necessary to the proper handling of the guns and all their accessories. 
In time of war, the words "fully man" mean the same as above, with 
this exception: There must be at least two men for each position tnat 
requires one man in peace. This condition is brought about by the 
fact of battles lasting for days at a time. During combat constant 
vigilance is indispensable and the different positions must be filled all 
of the time. For the same men to stay at their posts day after day 
is an impossibility. They have to be relieved every so often and there 
must be others to take their places. So, during an engagement, two 
reliefs, at each battery in action, are an absolute necessity to the proper 
handling of the guns. . 

At many of the fortified points where an attack is likely to be made 
all the batteries could not be called into action at the same time, as 
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their location would prevent it. This fact will cut down the actual 
number of companies required. Conditions vary in different localities, 
and also the form of attack used may determine what and how many 
batteries will be called into action at the same time. It is safe to say, 
though, that from 60 to 75 per cent of the batteries will need two 
relief in case of attack. 

Each of the gun batteries at the mouth of the Columbia River 
requiring one full company and the mortar battery two, 14 companies 
are needed to place the district on a peace footing. This number is 
increased to 24 on a basis of 75 per cent of the batteries having two 
reliefs. Subtracting the troops stationed in the district, 20 companies 
are lacking from the full war strength. Where are the extra companies 
to come from? In Astoria there is one militia company doing coast 
artillery work, the only one in the State of Oregon. This company has 
received instruction and, under the charge of regular army officers, 
may be expected to give a good account of itself when called upon. 
But that still leaves a vacancy of 19 companies, and the Columbia River 
is only one of the many points along the coast to be defended. 

All militia companies receive aid from the War Department, and 
especially those devoted to coast artillery work. Suitable instructors 
and material are provided and everything possible is done to thoroughly 
train these companies in their duties. Every year maneuvers are held 
in each artillery district for the regular and militia forces. Aside from 
Being a great help in the instruction of the militia, these exercises 
afford an excellent opportunity for the National Guardsmen to have a 
ten days' outing at the expense of the Government. Everyone is paid 
according to his rank and for those holding the higher positions this pay 
amounts to considerable. There is plenty of hard work during the ten 
days that the encampments last, but it is most interesting and 
instructive. To those militia companies that do their work well there 
is the chance of holding service practice at the guns, using them exactly 
as they are used during an engagement. This alone is sufficient to, 
and it does, make all attending the encampments eager and earnest 
in their work. 

But the cry is for more men, always more. Some day, Mr. Citizen 
of the Pacific Coast, you may wake up and find an hostile fleet off your 
shores. How you will scurry around and rush to enlist as a volunteer, 
ready to put yourself in the front line of battle? But your volunteering 
will be too late to keep off the enemy. The time to have done it was 
months befgre, when you could have received the training that you 
now lack. You see your .costly batteries empty, your harbors forced, 
your cities at the mercy of the invader. And who is the cause of all 
this? You, and only you. Had you been trained, the batteries would 
have been manned, the enemy driven off and the millions upon millions 
of dollars spent on the fortifications would have been spent in a good 
cause. Now is the time to realize this, Mr. Citizen. Now, when you can 
receive your training under the most favorable conditions. Tomorrow 
may be too late, and the millions that have come out of your pockets 
will be nothing to the millions that will come out of them when an 
enemy lands on your coast and levies his toll of death and destruction. 

The necessary defenses have been built; the Government is eager to 
give you the knowledge you now lack and to pay you for learning; 
the opportunity to make yourself useful to your country has its hand 
extended towards you. Will you fail to grasp it?

GUARD. 

Under the provisions of Section 20 of the Act of Congress, 
approved January 21, 1903, as amended by the Act of Congress 
approved May 27, 1908, application was made by the Governor 
of Oregon upon the War Department for the detail of a non- 
commissioned officer of the army for duty with the Oregon 
National Guard. A preliminary course of instruction was 
given a class of non-commissioned officers who were designated 
for detail to the different states, covering a period of about 
eight weeks, to better fit them for their duties. Special Orders 
No. 241, October 21, 1909, War Department, detailed Sergeant 
Bert B, Courts, First U. S. Infantry, for duty with the Oregon 
National Guard. Sergeant Courts is instructing a class of 
non-commissioned officers at the Multnomah County Armory, 
and it is expected that the work he is doing will tend to increase 
the efficiency of the non-commissioned officers and men of the 
guard. 



RECOMMENDATIONS. 



ARMORIES. 



It is suggested that the policy adopted by the Legislature of 
1909, providing for the building of armories, be continued, and 
at least one armory constructed in the State each year. 

HORSES FOR BATTERY A. 

It is recommended that arrangements be made to provide 
horses for Battery A, Field Artillery, by the State buying a 
number of mares for breeding purposes and constructing a 
battery barn on the State rifle range grounds . 

MANEUVER GROUNDS. 

That a resolution be passed by the Oregon Legislature ask- 
ing the President of the United States to set aside certain 
lands in the Klamatji Indian Reservation for maneuver and 
encampment purposes for the use of the regular army and 
organized militia. 

MAINTENANCE EXPENSES INCURRED. 

The appropriation for the maintenance of the Oregon Na- 
tional Guard has not been increased since 1901. The trans- 
portation, subsistence, rent and all other expenses have be- 
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come much higher, and it is therefore recommended that the 
appropriation be increased enough annually to meet the addi- 
tional expenditures. 

PROVIDING FOR EMERGENCY FUND. 

Emergencies will arise in the future, when it will be neces- 
sary to call out the National Guard, for instance, to fight forest 
fires, or for other duties. It is recommended that a small tax 
be levied to raise a certain amount of money for the Governor 
of the State to use in case of emergencies, provided that when 
the amount of money on hand amounts to $50,000, that the 
law providing the tax levy becomes inoperative. 

PAYMENT OF TROOPS. 

The payment of troops after each encampment is delayed on 
account of the time it takes to correct the payrolls and pass 
the vouchers through the office of the State Auditor. It is 
suggested that the State Treasurer be authorized to advance 
funds to the Paymaster General for the purpose of paying the 
troops, provided a suitable bond be given by the Paymaster 
General to secure the treasury against loss. 

CONSTRUCTION OF STATE ARSENAL. 

The improvements that have so far been made on the State 
rifle range were paid for out of the regular appropriation, 
consequently the troops have been deprived of some of the 
supplies necessary to properly equip them. It is therefore rec- 
ommended that an appropriation to cover the cost of construct- 
ing a storehouse or arsenal on the State rifle range be made 
for the purpose of taking care of military property belonging 
to the State. 

PROVIDING BLUE UNIFORMS. 

The blue uniforms now in use have been worn for a number 
of years. Some of them were purchased in 1905 and have 
been worn ever since. It is recommended that the troops be 
supplied with a complete new outfit of blue dress uniforms. 
The War Department is furnishing all the service uniforms 
required in both khaki and olive drab. 

STATE INSPECTOR OF SMALL ARMS PRACTICE. 

That a State Inspector of Small ArmS Practice be provided 
for who can visit each company at least once during the target 
practice season and give instructions to the troops. 

ADDITIONAL APPROPRIATION NECESSARY. 

It is recommended that a continuous annual appropriation 
for $24,000 additional be made for the maintenance of the 
Oregon National Guard. 
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The following is a summary of the expenditures necessary 
annually, including two twelve-company regiments of infantry, 
one battery of field artillery, two coast artillery companies, 
and the hospital corps:

Attention is invited to the fact that at the present time the 
Third Infantry has but eleven companies and the Fourth In- 
fantry only eight companies. The Secretary of War has al- 
lowed these vacancies to exist until such time as the Legisla- 
ture has had an opportunity to provide for the five additional 
companies of infantry. In order to continue to draw the 
allowance of appropriation from the United States for target 
practice, uniforms and equipment, it will be necessary to pro- 
vide for the existing vacancies or reduce the organizations to 
one regiment and one separate battalion. 

The states of Washington and California each appropriate 
large sums for the maintenance of the National Guard. Dur- 
ing the year 1909 Washington provided $96,680.00 for its 
guard, or $98.74 per man, and California $193,330.00, or 
$81.06 per man. During the same year Oregon had $45,000.00, 
or $30.87 per man. The accompanying table shows the amount 
appropriated by the various states :

General: Complying with General Order No. 9, of June 15, 1909, Head- 
quarters, Oregon National Guard, I mustered and inspected the Third 
Regiment of Infantry and the Ambulance Co. Section, O. N.' G., in camp 
at Clackamas Rifle Range, on the 17th of July, 1909. The strength of 
the regiment is a follows:

The inspection was in light marching order, knapsacks and other 
equipments being displayed in the tents. The regiment was found to 
Be fully clothed and equipped, except as to shoes, which were motley in 
appearance and mostly unsuitable for use in marching. In some of the 
companies there were still on hand a number of the first issue of Gov- 
ernment shoes, which proved quite satisfactory* The state has not issued 
shoes for some years and the experience of these companies on a march 
of eleven miles proves that it would be advisable to provide a uniform 
shoe. 

ARMS 

The rifles were generally in good condition, a few in each company 
showed neglect and were brought to the attention of the company com- 
manders, who directed that they be put in order at once. 

TENTS 

Sibley wall tents were used by the companies, wall tents by the 
officers. The Sibleys sheltered from six to eight men. The walls were 
raised and bedding aired each day. When inspected the bed ticks were 
folded and the equipment displayed upon them. Some of the tents were 
very neatly arranged, others much less so. It is recommended that a 
temporary gun-rack be attached to each tent pole where the rifles can be 
placed and kept out of the dust A few companies had Improvised them 
and they proved quite satisfactory* 
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MESSING 

Messing was by company, the food issued excellent and generally well 
prepared by the company cooks. The regular ration was drawn and, 
where properly handled, proved sufficient and satisfactory. The govern- 
ment field range was used in preparing the meals and water was sup- 
plied by hydrant at each company kitchen. Garbage was dumped into 
pits and burned with oil. The messes were inspected each day by com- 
pany officers or the officer' of the day. A regimental mess was provided 
for the officers. 

INSTRUCTION 

Drill was by battalion and regiment in close order and by company 
and battalion in extended order formation. One problem in minor tactics 
and outpost duty was given and worked out just before the camp closed. 
The companies showed considerable proficiency in both close and extended 
order drill but squad leading was not well performed, Target practice 
was carried on throughout the encampment and some excellent scores 
made. 

THE CAMP SITE 

The camp was on the Rifle Range recently purchased for use of the 
National Guard. It is situated in the Clackamas valley close to Clacka- 
mas Station on the Southern Pacific Railway, eleven miles from Portland 
and has the Clackamas hills for a back stop. The tract contains 100 
acres mostly level ground, partly covered with small trees. The part 
devoted to shooting was cleared, leveled and sown to grass. One large 
field, which had been cultivated, was used for camping purposes. The 
target course is 1207 yards in length by about 80 yards in width and Is 
equipped with the best target frames, it also has telephone service and 
other conveniences. The camp ground is supplied with water from a 
driven well which is pumped into a tank and conveyed through pipes 
to all parts" of the ground. This tract when cleared will afford room 
for a regimental camp as it does now for a battalion camp. It is the 
intention to increase the water supply and put up permanent buildings 
as soon as funds are available. 

GUARD DUTY. 

The ceremony of guard mounting, illy performed at first, improved as 
the camp progressed. Sentinel duty was well performed generally and 
the sentinels found well instructed. All courtesies seemed to be well 
observed, but it should not remain to learn guard mounting or sentinel 
duty in camp, the armory is the place for that instruction. 

CONTINGENT OF REGtJLAR TROOPS. 

Company C, First Infantry, Captain C. King commanding, with 
Lieutenant Jewett, First Infantry, and Lieutenant Everington, Third 
Infantry, as assistants, and a machine gun platoon under Lieutenant 
Davis, First Infantry, occupied a camp in close proximity to the camp 
of the Third Regiment, O. N. G. Major R. H. Noble, First Infantry, was 
detailed as instructor of the Militia in camp. These officers observed 
closely the work of the Third Oregon and were at all times ready to 
assist in camp instruction. The officers of the Third Oregon were as- 
sembled each afternoon, at the commanding officers 1 quarters, and 
listened to papers and talks by officers of the Regular Army. The 
Regular troops took part in the problem in minor tactics that closed 
the regiments tour of camp duty. 
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HOSPITAL DEPARTMENT. 

Two officers and twenty-four men of the Ambulance Company Section 
were present in camp; they were thoroughly equipped and supplied 
with all material necessary to their duties. The detachment was well 
Instructed and the hospital and men's tents were kept cleanly and neat 
It ran its own mess which seemed to be satisfactory in every respect 
There was very little sickness, only light cases being reported.

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This regiment of eight companies was found well equipped In every 
respect except shoes, which were varied in appearance and mostly 
unsuitable for marching any distance. This will be the case until the 
State provides a uniform shoe. 

ARMS. 
With a few exceptions the rifles and pistols were found to be in 
good condition and fairly well cared for. It is difficult to keep rifles 
clean in tents unless some way is found to rack them. 

THE CAMP. 
The camp was on the Clackamas Rifle Range. Sibley wall-tents were 
use? Tor the enlisted men and wall tents for the officers. The tents were 
properly ventilated and kept in good order under the circumstances; 
the camp being quite dusty. Water was supplied from the general 
pumping station; each company being provided with a hydrant. The 
kitchens were carefully policed each dayj the garbage being dumped into 
a pit and burned. The latrines were burned out at stated times with 
crude oil and kept in a sanitary condition. 

MESSING. 
Messing was by company, the Government ration being used. It was 
found ample when properly prepared. The officers combined In a 
regimental mess. The company messes were inspected daily. 
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INSTRUCTION. 

Much time was devoted to target practice; battalion and company 
drills In close and battle order formed part of the program. Officers 
were assembled each afternoon, or evening, to listen to service papers, 
or talks, by officers of the Regular Army, both line and staff depart- 
ments being represented. The contingent of Regular troops remained 
throughout the encampment and were of great assistance to officers 
and men. Guard duty was farily well perfprmed; the sentinels were well 
instructed and/ for most of the time, carried out their instructions. 
The ceremony of guard mounting was seldom accurate but improved as 
the camp progressed. 

HOSPITAL DETACHMENT. 

A detachment from the the Ambulance Company Section was present 
fully supplied and equipped for their special duties. Only a few light 
cases of sickness were reported. Officers and men were well instructed 
and quite capable in treating the sick or handling the injured. The 
men's tents ancTthe hospital were neat and clean and their equipment 
well cared for.

General: Complying with instructions from Headquarters, Oregon 
National Guard, I inspected the First Battery, Field Artillery, in camp 
at Seaside, Oregon, from August 7th to 13th. The strength of the 
Battery is as follows:

The Battery Armament consists of 4, 3-inch rifles, latest model, and 
revolvers, cal. 38. These arms were found to be in excellent condition, 
clean and well cared for. The men were in khafci uniform with olive 
drab overcoats and blankets. Sibley tents were provided for the enlisted 
men and wpU tents for the officers. The Battery is completely equipped 
except in shops, those worn wpre motley in appearance and generally 
unsuitable for field work. Each man was supplied with extra undercloth- 
ing. All clothing was in serviceable condition. 

THE GAMP. 

The camp was suitable in every respect, a heavy turf covered the 
camp ground, which was an opening in the Pine and Fir Forest between 
the Necanlcum creek and the Pacific Ocean. The atmosphere was 
bracing, tonic and wholesome. The messes were well managed and 
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satisfactory. The regular ration was issued, its constituents being 
mostly purchased in the neighborhood. The Battery kitchen was well 
policed and the garbage buried daily. The latrines were frequently 
disinfected with lime and soil and kept in sanitary condition. 

TARGET PRACTICE. 

Target practice with the 3-inch rifles was at Tillamook Head as a 
back stop, the rifles being located on the sea beach. They were hauled 
to and from camp by hired teams. There were four days of big gun 
practice with shrapnel and shell, using direct and indirect fire — very 
good results were obtained. 

Revolver practice was held daily. 

Captain LeRoy S. Lyon, 4th Field Artillery, U. S. A., was detailed, 
by the Department Commander, as special instructor in Artillery. He 
was very careful and thorough, using special effort to see that each 
officer understood the instruction given before taking up new work. 
The Battery Officers and non-commissioned officers profited greatly by 
his careful method of explanation. 

HOSPITAL DEPARTMENT. 

A detachment from the Ambulance Company Section was present, 
well equipped for emergencies and attending carefully and intelligently 
to sanitation. No sickness occurred. 

The First Battery, Field Artillery, is composed of excellent material 
and has intelligent and enthusiastic officers. Its discipline is good and 
Its work quick and snappy. ' It is to be hoped that the State may, before 
long, provide it with a complement of horses that its instruction may be 
complete. It will then be an invaluable auxiliary to the State and 
National military forces.

A, Field Artillery In Camp, at Cascades, Washington, 1910.

State of Oregon. 
General: Complying with instructions from Headquarters, Oregon 
National Guard, I Inspected Battery A, Field Artillery, in camp at 
Cascades, Oregon, from July 17th to 26th, 1910. The Battery was camped 
on a plateau of the Columbia River, near Cascades Station of the Port- 
land and Seattle Railway, and named "Camp Sheridan" because located 
on the scene of "Lieut. Phil. Sheridan's" successful fight with hostile 
Indians in 1856. Targets for the big guns were placed on bluffs of the 
Cascade Mountains, 2500 to 3000 yards distant from the firing points. 
Pistol practice was at targets on the river bank. The Battery's arma- 
ment is 14 3-Inch rifles, model 1902, and revolvers Cal. 38. All arms 
were found in excellent condition. The Battery is fully equipped in 
every respect except in their complement of horses, which have never 
been provided. The shoes worn were uniform — the Herman tan shoe. A 
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few men, to whom they were issued, did not wear them, claiming that 
the shoes hurt their feet. This shoe seems to be a practical and dur- 
able service shoe. The tents of the men were clean and well arranged 
in most instances; the equipment not worn, being displayed on the 
bed ticks. 

The messing was pronounced by members of the Battery as very 
satisfactory. The kitchen was well policed and garbage thrown into the 
river. The latrines were properly disinfected. A detachment of the 
Ambulance Company Section, one officer and three enlisted men, was 
present with the Battery, they were provided with a camp medicine 
chest and were otherwise well equipped for hospital work or aid to 
the injured. No sickness was reported. 

Captain H. F. Reed, Second Field Artillery, U. S. Army, was assigned 
to the Battery as Special Instructor. His work was careful, thorough, 
and well adapted to the needs of the Battery. Officers and men felt 
that they had been much benefited by Captain Reed's assistance in their 
target practice and especially in working out their problems of indirect 
fire.

THE CAMP GROUND. 

The camp was on a grassy plain near Cosgrove, Washington. There 
was ample room for drilling in almost any formation. Water was 
supplied from tanks filled from wells by pumps and distributed by 
gravity, each mess being provided with a hydrant. The water was not 
considered altogether pure and boiling was advised. The latrines were 
at considerable distance from the flank of the company streets and 
were burned out each day with crude oil. Groves of fir trees were in 
close proximity to the camp affording shade when needed. The company 
streets and camp generally were policed each day. Garbage was 
removed daily to an incinerator and burned. American Lake, one-half 
mile from camp, afforded good bathing facilities. The camp ground was 
staked out previous to the arrival of the troops and tents pitched as 
fast as furnished to the companies. Bed ticks and straw were provided 
for the enlisted men. The filled ticks were placed upon' the ground, 
which method, it is claimed, gives the soldier more warmth, when 
using only the regulation allowance of bedding, then sleeping on cots. 
The issue of straw in the Third Regiment was not properly supervised, 
which resulted in some companies getting more than their allowance, 
leaving others without straw, and creating considerable friction. All 
companies we're finally supplied. The walls of the tents were raised 
each day for ventilation and other sanitary conditions enforced. The 
camp ground became quite dusty after a few days use. 

All duties were prescribed from the Headquarters of the Manoeuver 
Camp. There was company and battalion drill in close and extended 
order and participation in the daily manoeuver problems in conjunction 
with the Regular troops. There were also daily guard mountings and 
an occasional parade. The ceremony of Guard Mounting was at no time 
performed with the accuracy that should have been required. Sentinel 
duty was fairly well performed and military courtesies generally well 
observed, but not as strictly insisted upon as should have been in a 
school of instruction, which this camp was. Many of the companies 
need more practice in squad drill and squad leading. This instruction 
Is the basis of all excellence in drill and is the very essence of success 
in battle formations, and should receive more attention and practice in 
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the a rmories. An officer of the Regular Army was assigned to each 
regimenfand assisted in all the camp work, with valuable advice. The 
amount of success or correctness attained in military problem work was 
in fair ratio to the ability and information of officers charged with 
working out the given problems. The officers were occasionally as- 
sembled and listened to informal talks by officers of the line and staff 
oT the Regular Army. Regular non-commissioned officers also were 
assigned to each regiment for such duty or assistance as they could 
render. 

MESSING. 

Messing was by company, the regular ration issued from the Sub- 
sistence Department proved ample and satisfactory where properly 
handled. Garbage cans were provided for each company kitchen and 
officers mess and removed when filled. The kitchens were carefully 
policed and kept sanitary. Frequent inspections by Regular and Militia 
officers insured thoroughly wholesome- conditions. The field range, 
large, was generally used by the companies and pronounced satisfactory. 
Bread was baked by the Subsistence Department, U. S. A. and drawn 
with the ration, it was good and wholesome. The Commissary Depart- 
ment, U. S. A. had many articles of convenience, and foods of various 
kinds, for sale at reasonable rates to officers and enlisted men. A large 
T. M. C. A. tent supplied the soldiers with a resort where they could 
read the newspapers, write letters and purchase sandwiches and soft 
drinks. On Sunday religious services were held in this tent. 

ENTRAINING, DETRAINING. 

The entraining and detraining of the State troops, that came under 
my observation, was performed with reasonable promptness. The Port- 
land battalion of the Third Regiment entrained in six minutes after 
arriving at the depot. It has been done by them with greater celerity. 
Detraining at Cosgrove was accomplished with but little delay, the 
horses were unshipped immediately upon arrival of the train and 
baggage was unloaded as promptly as the detail in charge could 
handle it. 

Excellent discipline was maintained throughout the journey, no men 
leaving the train without permission. The conduct of the men was 
soldierly, orderly and commendable in every way. The cars were 
inspected before entraining the troops and found to be clean, well 
appointed and with ample seating capacity. Subsistence enroute was 
commuted at the regular rates. The first section of the troop train 
arrived about on time, the other two sections were considerably 
delayed, bringing the last troops into camp at a late hour. 

EQUIPMENT. 

The equipment of the State troops in this camp was complete. There 
are still some blue overcoats on hand but they are serviceable. The men 
were supplied with everything a soldier is required to have and most 
of them had housewives and extra under clothing. Tan shoes issued 
or sold to the men by the State were generally worn, a few men without 
them stated that the shoes were in their possession but hurt their feet. 
The shoes appeared to be in every respect just what is required in a 
service shoe. The rifles and revolvers were generally in good order, a 
few instances of neglected rifles were found in each company, they 
Were shown to the company commander who directed that these rifles 
be cleaned up. The khaki suits are wearing out and will soon have to 
be replaced. Haversacks, canteens, blanket rolls, were all serviceable

and generally in good condition, meat-ration cans, knife, fork and spoon 
on hand. The Oregon Militia could respond to an emergency call with- 
out delay for equipping. 

AMBULANCE COMPANY SECTION. 

The Ambulance Company Section was camped with the Third 
Regiment. Its hospital and dispensary were provided with all necessary 
stores and appliances for field work. The men were carefully instructed 
in their specialties and seemed quite efficient. Their equipment was 
complete and in good condition. One case of typhoid fever developed a 
few days after the trooos went into camp. The medical officers stated 
that the germs of the disease were in the man's system before he left 
his home station. The man was sent to the Post Hospital at Fort 
Lawton. A few other -cases of sickness occurred but they were not 
serious. 

ATTENDANCE. 

The percentage of attendance at this encampment was smaller than 
usual, the general prosperity prevailing makes it difficult for employees 
to get away from their business and the long prevalence of peace has 
induced indifference to the necessity of military preparation for defense. 
Commercialism has for the time being gotten the better of patriotism, 
which, no doubt, would revive upon any threat of attack upon the com- 
merce or territory of the Nation, but it would then be too late for 
adequate preparation and raw levies cannot hope to successfully resist 
the attack of trained legions. The Organized Militia is the natural and 
logical "reserve" to the defensive forces of the Country; it is provided 
for in the Nation's Constitution; it has a local habitation and support; 
if is the outgrowth and expression of the intelligent patriotism of a 
community seeking practical methods whereby to make the sentiment 
of patriotism of value to the people. It should receive the earnest sup- 
port of every community as an insurance of the permanence of law and 
order, by which alone prosperity can exist or civilized society endure. 
It is to be hoped that Congress will provide for a large increase in the 
number of its organizations to form trained nuclei to which the untrained 
patriotism of the country can rally in .time of trouble, in home localities, 
instead of exposing the Nation to the costly and dangerous experiment 
of having to rely for defense upon raw troops under untrained officers. 

THE MANEUVER CAMP. 

The commander for the Camp for Maneuvers, General M. P. Maus, 
U. S. A., was assiduous in providing for the comfort and instruction of 
the Organzied Militia, his staff officers and the officers of the Supply 
Department, U. S. A., were always ready to give assistance and 
information. Their services and equipment were courteously placed 
at the disposal of the State troops when needed. The system of instruc- 
tion formulated at General Headquarters was admirably adapted to the 
needs and advancement of the officers and enlisted men of the Militia; 
the practical Instruction of the non-commissioned personnel in outpost 
and advanced guard work was especially valuable as it is only in 
maneuver camps that the detail of these duties can be impressed upon 
them so as to be remembered. Officers and men of the Oregon troops 
expressed their appreciation of the benefit this camp had been to them 
in practical military work. It was greatly regretted that the lack of 
funds prevented the "Officers Camp", provided in General Orders No. 4, 
War Department, c. s. this officers camp if it becomes habitual, will have 
a marked effect in improving the efficiency of the Organized Militia, and 
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if, each year, a number of selected non-commissioned officers can be 
included in this school it would largely increase the benefit received. 

DETAILS FROM THE REGULAR ARMY. 

Officers of the Regular Army detailed for duty with the Oregon 
Regiments rendered valuable assistance. Acting as Chief of Staff to 
the commanding officer, tenting and messing with the officers of the 
Militia, their expert knowledge was at all times available and much 
Information as to details of military work was conveyed in ordinary 
conversation. They were of great assistance in explaining military 
problems and in reading military maps to which the Militia officers 
were unaccustomed. The services of the detailed non-commissioned 
officers were not utilized to the extent that they might have been, the 
officers not seeming to know how or where to "t lace them to advantage. 
It is believed that the Regular non-commissioned officers should report 
to the detailed Regular officer and that he, through the regimental 
commander, should seek opportunities for using them in some prescribed 
and uniform way. 

THE UNORGANIZED MILITIA. 

The unorganized Militia of the State (men liable to military duty) 
should be listed and a sufficient number of them in each community 
where units of the Organized Militia are stationed, should be assigned 
to these units to make their strength at least ten per cent greater than 
the required, war strength, these assignments should be made by 
volunteering upon the part of the unorganized militiamen and by transfers 
from the National Guard, on discharge, they to be known, and of record, 

as War Reserves, Company ., Third Regiment, Company , 

4th Regiment, etc. It is believed that each company could secure from 
the lists of men liable to military duty in their locality young men, 
congenial to the members of the company, who would be willing to join 
such a reserve force and agree to volunteer when called out by the 
General Government, and it is known that a number of discharged men 
would willingly join. The war reserves of each company should be 
solicited to attend the drills and other instruction of their companies 
whenever possible. A certain amount of clothing and equipment should 
be kept on hand for them and they should, whenever possible, attend 
the camps of instruction, uniforms, equipment, subsistence and trans- 
portation being furnished for the occasion. This system, if successful, 
would greatly facilitate putting troops in the field in an emergency, and 
assist in keeping up the patriotic spirit of the people. It would double 
the militia strength and give the unorganized militia a rallying point 
when called into service where they would be with friends and 
neighbors and the opportunity of serving under trained officers whom 
they knew and trusted and who would feel a personal interest in looking 
after their welfare. The details of this system could readily be worked 
out and, once in use, these reserves provided for by it would add 
largely to the military strength of the Nation for emergencies.

Report of Commanding Officer, Provisional Battalion, 0. N. GU Upon Its 

Tonr of Duty Fighting Forest Fires, 1910. 

Quarters Company E, Armory, Third Infantry, O. N. G. 

Portland, Oregon, Sept. 6, 1910. 
Brigadier General W. E. Finzer, 

Adjutant General, Oregon National Guard, 
Portland, Oregon. 

Sir : I have the honor to report the successful 4 accomplishment of the 
mission upon which the provisional battalion, consisting of Companies 
E, C, and H, 3d Inf., O. N. G., were sent by the orders of the Commander- 
in-Chief conveyed through verbally on the 25th and 26th of August, 1910. 

Briefly, our mission was to proceed to the vicinity of Marmount, 
between Mt. Hood and the ~ City of Portland, and to extinguish the 
forest fires that were raging in that vicinity and threatening the 
destruction of the pipe line and headworks of the Bull Run water system 
which supplies the City of Portland. We were to co-operate with the 
United States Forest Service and to prevent the destruction of the 
national forest reserves. 

I received the first orders on the morning of August 25th at about 
eleven o'clock, to proceed with E Company to Hogan, on the Cazadero 
line. At 12 o'clock the Company was ready to move and we left the 
city at one o'clock. At Hogan Captain Welch ordered me to proceed 
to Boring and to protect that town from the fires that were threatening 
it. The next morning I received instructions from the adjutant general 
that two more companies would report to me that morning. At about 
nine o'clock, Companies C and H under the command of Captain Kollock 
reported to me at Boring, with instructions to form a provisional 
battalion and to proceed at once to Marmount, in the vicinity of the 
Bull Run water works. At the same time and place, Lieutenant Thomas 
A. Trauger, battalion quartermaster and commissary, reported to me 
for duty. I immediately detailed Lieutenant Henry McConnell from C 
Company acting adjutant, and proceeded to form the provisional bat- 
talion. As the battalion was getting ready to proceed to Marmount, a 
Mr. Dyer, who owns a mill and considerable land south and east of 
Boring, came in and reported to me that a large fire was working its 
way down toward the town, and he called for assistance. I ordered the 
battalion to unsling packs and we proceeded to the high table land 
about 2 miles south and east of Boring. I formed the battalion along 
the road at about five pace interval, and then held a consultation with 
Mr. Dyer and the other farmers who were congregated there as to the 
best mode of procedure. All decided that back fire along the road was 
the only solution, so I asked Mr. Dyer to see that the fires were started. 
Mr. Dyer directed his men to start the fires along the east side of 
the road and the wind, blowing from the west, blew the fires in the 
direction of the forest fire. The entire battalion patrolled and watched 
these back fires for about an hour and I then instructed Lieutenant Wm. 
L. Ormandy to take his platoon of E Company and to take care of the 
fires over night and to rejoin the company the next day, telling him 
what our instructions were at that time. I then returned to Boring 
with the remainder of the battalion, and mess was had at that place. 
In the meantime Lieutenant Trauger had secured enough wagons for 
the transportation of the men and at about one o'clock we proceeded 
in the direction of Marmount by way of Sandy. As we were going 
through the town of Sandy we were met by Mr. William D. Osborne, Jr., 
an assistant in the Forest Service, who informed me that he wanted 
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part of the command at Brightwood and a part of it at the rangers' 
station near Zig Zag. I told him that my orders were to proceed to 
Marmount, so I halted the battalion and Mr. Osborne and I went to the 
telephone and" called up the adjutant general's office at Portland. I 
reported the situation and General Flnzer instructed me to proceed with 
Mr. Osborne, to take station wherever he designated and to act under 
the instructions of the Forest Service. We then proceeded on our way 
toward Brightwood. We were not able to make that place in that day's 
march, and as night overtook us at Cherryville, we bivouaced there for 
the night. We left Cherryville the next morning at 6:15 and arrived 
at Brightwood at 8:50 a. m. Under the direction of Mr. Osborne, I 
established a camp consisting of Company H and Company E less the 
platoon left at Boring. I proceeded on up the road toward Zig Zag 
with C Company and established a camp with that company at the 
forest rangers' station. Upon the arrival of Lieutenant Ormandy late 
in the evening of that day, the camp at Brightwood consisted of Com- 
panies E and H. 

For urgent business reasons, the adjutant general allowed Captain 
Kollock to return to Portland from Boring, and by a strange co-incidence 
each company of my battalion was ^ then commanded by a first 
lieutenant, and each did his work so efficiently that it is impossible to 
mention any one as being markedly superior to the others. Lieutenant 
Bowman with C Company had charge of the fires on Ziz Zag Mountain 
and in t^at v : cinHv: Lieutenant Deich did his principal work on the 
fires around the Fish Hatchery on Salmon River, and also took care 
of the fires in the vicinity of Marmount; and Lieutenant Ormandy, after 
having had charge of the fires at Boring, later took charge of the fires 
on Pickett's Hill. 

The Forest Service • provided me with an automobile and by this 
means I kept as closely in touch with both camps and with the details 
working on the various fires as possible, at the same time trying to 
keep in touch with headquarters at Portland. I found it almost im- 
possible at times to get into telephonic communication with Portland, 
except by going to Sandy. The telephone service was interrupted some- 
what by the fires, and it is to be regretted that we did not have a 
regular field telephone line connecting the camps with Sandy, so that 
we could have been in communication with headquarters at all times. 

There was little of the spectacular in the work we had to do, and 
there is little upon which to base a thrilling report. We feel, however, 
that we did a valuable work, and about the best evidence that we could 
secure from which an estimate can be made as to the Drobable public 
value of our services, is the attached map. showing the location of the 
fires and their approximate size, which was kindly furnished me by the 
Forestry Office. It will be seen from this map that there were five 
fires, lying in a straight line, in a northwesterly-southeasterly direction, 
along the southern boundary of the Bull Run Reserve, covering a front 
of over 15 miles, and that if this fire had moved northward, it would 
have entered the reserve and possibly have destroyed or impaired the 
water system of the City of Portland, causing untold inconvenience, if 
not suffering, to the people of the City of Portland. The wind, during 
the time these fires were burning, was for the greater part of the time 
from a northwesterly direction, as is seen from the enlongation of the 
burned areas as shown on the map. Had the wind shifted, however, and 
blown this fire in a line perpendicular to its front toward the Bull Run 
country, I doubt if all the troops in Oregon could have saved the national 
reserve. 

I desire to take the first opportunity to thank each one of the men 
who was with me on this expedition, for the very creditable manner in 
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which every duty was performed and in which the situation was met. I 
desire particularly to thank the gentlemen of the Forest Service for 
the courtesies shown us and for the sagacity with which they directed 
our efforts. 

It is with great pleasure that I mention the name of Mr. William 
D. Osborne, Jr., Forest Assistant in the Department of Agriculture. I 
confidently predict for Mr. Osborne a brilliant future in his chosen 
profession. He is a man of keen intellect, broad education, sound judg- 
ment, quiet and gentlemanly demeanor, and absolutely tireless. The 
success of our mission is due in no small degree to Mr. Osborne. 

One Qf the officers of my battalion deserves special mention. The 
mere doing of a duty by a soldier ought to excite no special comment, 
but as the militia is more or less a training school, it is not out of 
place to mention the particular proficiency that may be shown by any 
particular officer. The transporting and subsisting of over 135 men, 
over 21 miles from a railroad, in a mountainous country, divided into 
two camps, without definite orders as to how long the command would 
be in the field, and without an available appropriation for the payment 
of the expenses incurred — is certainly a condition as nearly like those 
existing in time of war as it is possible to have in time of peace, and 
a quartermaster and commissary performing his duties under such 
conditions, have certainly reached a high degree of proficiency. That 
Lieutenant Trauger performed his duties under such conditions is 
without question. 

As the duties performed by the men were considerably out of the 
line of ordinary military duty, I trust that each company commander 
will mention in his report the men who especially distinguished them- 
selves. Of my non-commissioned staff, I desire to mention Sergeant 
Major Oscar Anderson on account of his extreme care in obeying orders 
to the letter; and I desire to mention Sergeant Major Harry Emken op. 
account of the efficiency which he showed in performing the duties of 
commissary sergeant. 

I am particularly thankful that there was no sickness among the 
men, which was no doubt due to the fact that they had plenty of work 
and lots of good wholesome food. I never saw a better body of more 
cheerful, willing and efficient men than those that were in this 
battalion. 

I submit herewith and as a part of this report the order book con- 
taining carbon copies of all orders and also the diary which we kept.

Sir: In compliance with the orders of the battalion commander I 
have the honor to submit the following: 

"Report of special duty performed by men under im- 
mediate command of Lieut. Fred W. Drake, during forest 
fires in August, 1910." 
Captain C. T. Smith being in command of the provisional Battalion 
and 1st Lieut. W. L. Ormandy having been left on August 26th in com- 
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mand of a portion of Company E, 3d Infantry, O. N. G„ near Boring, 
Oregon, thereby left me in immediate command of the balance of Co. E, 
from the morning of August 26th to the evening of August 27th, at 
which time 1st Lieut. Ormandy arrived at camp in Brightwood, Oregon, 
and relieved me. 

During the temporary absence of higher officers 1st Lieut. Deich on 
Saturday, August 27th at 1 p. m. was in command of the camp at 
Brightwood, and ordered me to proceed with, as many men as available 
to Plcketts Hill where a fire was reported to be. 

At 1 : 30 p. m. I left camp with twelve men of Company E, and two men 
of Company H. We marched north across the bridge over the Sandy 
River and then east about two miles, where we met a settler who was 
waiting to guide us up the mountain to the fire. 

The mountain side was very steep and after considerable exertion we 
reached the top where the fire was, and which was in the edge of the 
Bull Run Forest Reserve. Our guide and his brother had been fighting 
the fire but it was fast getting beyond their control and the guide had 
gone down the mountain to get our assistance. When we arrived we, 
found the fire rapidly spreading toward the interior of the Bull Run 
Forest Reserve and I lost no time in getting the men under me to work. 

Some of the trees were burning in their tops, but most of the fire 
was in the underbrush, ferns and moss. The men worked hard and 
faithfully all afternoon, intrenching in front of the fire and extinguishing 
the flames wherever possible and by 7:30 P. M. we had the fire well 
controlled and there being no wind I marched the men back to Bright- 
wood, where we arrived about 8:30 p. m. 

Sunday at 9:30 A. M. with a detail of ten men from Company E, and 
accompanied by Mr. Mclntyre, a forest ranger, I started back to investi- 
gate conditions in the same locality, but when we arrived at the base 
of the mountain we met the two settlers mentioned before and they 
informed us that owing to the rain then falling, the fire was entirely 
extinguished and acting upon the advice of the forest ranger I did not 
investigate further. 

Mr. Mclntyre, the ranger, then guided us to a point about one mile 
east and one mile north of Brightwood where there was some fire in 
the underbrush. The men worked the balance of the morning fighting 
this fire and assisted by the rain we extinguished it and I marched the 
men back to camp in Brightwood, where we arrived at 12:30.

APPENDIX E. 

Report of the Commanding Officer Company K, Third Infantry, while 

on Duty Extinguishing Forest Fires. 

Portland, Oregon, Sept. 15, 1910. 
The Adjutant General, 
State of Oregon. 

Sir: I have the honor to submit herewith a report of duty performed 
by K Company, third infantry, during the recent Forest fires in the 
vicinity of Boring, Clackamas County, Oregon. From August 24th to 
August 27th, 1910, inc. 

Having received verbal orders at 3:30 P. M., August 24th, 1910, from 
the Adjutant General, State of Oregon: To proceed with my Company 
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as quickly as possible to Gresham, Multnomah County, Oregon. It having 
been reported from that point that much private property had been 
destroyed by fire, and that more was in imminent danger from fires then 
raging. 

In compliance' with the above order, I have the honor to state that 
the Company consisting of 45 men and 3 officers left the East Side 
depot of the Oregon Water Power Railroad on a special car at 5:00 
P. M., August 24th, arriving at Gresham at 7:20 P. M., the same evening. 
At this point information was gained from the inhabitants that the 
danger zone was near the station of Anderson on the O. W. P. line. 
The command continued to this point by car, and after investigation 
decided to return to the station of Hogan. The Company left the car at 
this point and marched in a westerly direction along the Gresham, 
Hogan, Damascus road for about one mile to Cleveland's farm and 
bivouaced. 

At this point we encountered fires in all directions, numerous build- 
ings being in danger and the fire fanned by a strong easterly wind, was 
rapidly advancing. Several wagons loaded with women and children, 
fleeing from the fire zone passed at this time, from them it was 
learned that the fire extended along the front of about six miles and 
had already destroyed much property. Details were sent out at once to 
protect property in the immediate vicinity. A patrol under Lieut. Frank 
S. Sever was detailed to penetrate along the Gresham, Hogan, Damascus, 
road, gain what Information possible and report back in 1 and 1-2 hours. 
Owing to darkness and dense smoke, this was a difficult task. 

Lieut. Frank S. Sever reported back with request for men to be sent 
at once to certain points to save school house, county bridge and several 
farm buildings. Lieut. R. W. Holman was sent with 15 men to relieve 
the situation. The force now being necessarily badly scattered, it was 
determined to request The Adjutant General for additional troops. This 
request was honored by ordering Battery A, Capt. Welch to our assist- 
ance. These troops arrived about midnight and proceeded at once to 
protecting property. 

Late in the afternoon of August 25th, it was determined to call in 
all details, as the fire was under control in the vicinity of Cleveland's 
farm, and move to the Copeland farm, about four miles further along 
the Gresham, Hogan, Damascus road. The timely arrival of the troops 
at this place prevented the loss of much property and gained the 
heartfelt thanks of the settlers in that vicinity. The Company remained 
at this point until the evening of August 26th, at which time it was 
considered safe to leave and return to Cleveland's farm. 

The situation had, by this time become safe in this territory with all 
fires under control to such an extent that the inhabitants could readily 
handle the situation. It was therefore reported to the Adjutant General 
that the situation required no further attention, at this time, in this 
particular territory, and further orders requested. 

The command received orders from The Adjutant General at 7:10 
P. M., August 26th, to proceed at once to Boring, and await orders. 
This order was complied with. The Company arrived at Boring by 
electric car at 9:15 P. M., the same evening, and bivouaced on the base- 
ball park. Communications with headquarters in Portland could not 
be gained, owing to fires having interrupted telephone service. After 
repeated efforts on August 27th, communication was established about 
11:00 A. M., and directions received to remain at Boring until further 
orders. At 5:10 p. m. orders were received to return at once to Portland, 
that in all probability the Company would be required for duty in 
Eastern Oregon. Portland was reached at 7:10 p. m., August 27ui. The 
command was then informed that the situation in the Eastern part of 
the State had improved to such an extent that no troops would be 
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required. There being: nothing further, the Company was dismissed at 
9:00 P. M.. August 27th, 1910. 

The Company Commander desires to take this opportunity to thank 
the officers and men for the intelligent and fearless manner in which 
all duties were performed. Fully realizing that the details were often 
hazardous and required long strenuous labor with no relief available, 
yet were at all times executed willingly and cheerfully. You fully earned 
the gratitude as shown you by the inhabitants of that fire stricken 
territory.

Report of Captain H. U. Welch on Tone of Duty Battery A, Field 

Artillery, In Fighting Forest Fires. 

Battery A, Field Artillery, Oregon National Guard, 

Portland, Oregon, Oct 24, 1910. 
The Adjutant General, 
State of Oregon, 

Portland, Oregon. 

Sir: I have the honor to report that in compliance with verbal 
orders A. G. O., O. N. G., Battery A, Field Artillery, Oregon National 
Guard, consisting of two officers and forty-six enlisted men, equipped 
with shovels and axes, assembled at its Armory on August 24th, 1910, at 
9:30 P. M., in field uniform, for the purpose of fighting forest fires, and 
proceeded by special car to Hogan Station, 1% miles southeast of 
Gresham, Oregon, and from there marched to a place three miles south 
of Gresham and with Company K, 3d Infantry, Captain R. O. Scott com- 
manding, already there, engaged in fighting a bad fire which was travel- 
ing to the westward near and along the county line between Clackamas 
and Multnomah counties at a very rapid speed before a strong east wind. 
Company K, had the fire well under control for the time, the wind 
having laid some during the night. About 3 A. M., August 25th, the wind 
again started to blow from the east and fires started anew in several 
localities in both Clackamas and Multnomah counties; on this day our 
efforts were mostly devoted to saving the buildings on the farms in the 
path of the fire; in the evening the wind again laid and the next day 
was spent in backfiring with such good results that in the evening the 
fires in this vicinity were well under control. The Adjutant General 
was communicated with by telephone; Company K was ordered to 
proceed to Boring and the Battery to return to home station. 

On the afternoon of the 26th, a detachment commanded by Lieut. 
Randall of Battery A, was sent to Rodlum Bros.' sawmill, about three 
miles to the southwest of Gresham, which was reported in danger. 

The following is Lieut. Randall's report: 

' Captain H. U. Welch, 

Battery A, Field Artillery, 

Oregon National Guard. 
Sir: I have the honor to submit the following report of 
duty of detachment of Battery A, O. N. G., on August 25th 
and 26th, 1910: Upon receipt of a telephone call for assist- 
ance about 3:30 P. M. August 25, I proceeded with 31 men 
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to Rodlum Bros. Sawmill about 3 miles south of temporary 
camp near Hogans, arriving there at 5 P. M. The wind 
having died, and the buildings being in no immediate danger, 
I sent 16 men back to camp, Rodlum Bros, furnishing wagon 
transportation. 

During the forepart of the night, the detachment was 
employed in cutting trails and setting back fires. About 
midnight a strong wind arose and our entire efforts were 
concentrated on saving the mill building, which efforts 
were successful. 

On the morning of August 26, we cut additional trails for 
back firing and there being apparently no further need of 
our services, the detachment proceeded as per your instruc- 
tions to Lineman Junction, Rodlum Bros furnishing wagon 
transportation. We arrived there about 8 P. M., rejoining 
the Battery upon arrival of our special car. 

While the duties of the detachment were arduous and the 
men without sleep for two nights, the discipline was excel- 
lent. The owners of the Sawmill as well as the surrounding 
settlers, appeared very grateful for the assistance rendered 
by the Oregon National Guard. 

During the time we were detached from the Battery, 
we were furnished with good substantial meals by Rodlum 
Bros, at their mess house.

Our Mill Plant has been threatened several times before 
by forest fires, but we never had so efficient help as that 
given us by the boys of the O. N. G. and we wish to thank you, 
one and all, for your splendid work.

Acting on orders from your office by phone and on a request made 
by Judge Duncan personally, we proceeded to Brownsville, Oregon, 
where I reported to the acting mayor, H. E. Hilleary, for instructions, I 
received orders to report to Sawyers Mill where it had been reported 
there was danger of total destruction by fire to settlers and much 
valuable property, (Sawyers Mill is located about twenty miles south 
of Brownsville, Ore.) This I found to be true and working under the 
supervision of Mr. Sam and Mac Sawyer we entrenched a distance of 
about ten miles keeping in the fire line. 

I personally believe that men were needed and had it not of been 
for the change of the winds and a heavy rain it is certain the damages 
would have been far greater, as it was, no homes nor loss of life had 
been reported up to our departure and the fire is now under perfect 
control.

Report of First Lieutenant William L. Ormandy, Third Infantry, Upon 
His Duties Performed in the Cascade Forest Reserve. 

Quarters, Company E, Third Infantry, 
Oregon National Guard. 
Portland, Sept, 29, 1910. 
Lieut. Henry McConnell,

Sir : I have the honor to submit herewith report for my part of 
duties as performed in the Cascade Forest Reserve, August, 1910. 

August 25th, 1910, at 11 o'clock I received phone message by order 
of Capt. C. T. Smith to report to the Multnomah County Armory at once, 
which order was obeyed at 11:50. By his instruction I remained in the 
Armory until 4 P. M. to gather as many stragglers as possible and report 
to my commanding officer at Anderson Station. I reported to Captain 
Smith at 6:00 o'clock at the designated point. 

August 26th, at about 10 o'clock in the morning Captain Smith left 
me with about fifteen men to work in conjunction with Mr. Dwyer in 
patroling and back firing in the vicinity of Sieferts Mill with instructions 
to remain there all night if necessary, or until different orders were 
received from him. At 1:35 P. M. same date Musician Becker handed 
me the following orders: 

"Lieut. Ormandy. Sir: Camp where you are for the night. Get a 
wagon up there and send down for rations; blanket rolls now in charge 
of Wolf. Relieve Wolf and let him return to Portland. 

Respectfully, Smith, Capt." 

"Lieut. Ormandy. Sir: Report at Boring depot at 7:30 A. M. August 
27th, and there you will find a quantity of supplies consigned to Lieut. 
Trauger. There will be two wagons there, load the supplies on these 
wagons and accompany wagons with all your men to join your com- 
pany at Marmot (tomorrow). C. T. Smith, Capt. 3d Inf. 

"Diet, by Lieut. Trauger. 

Musican Becker also brought verbal instructions from Capt. Smith 
to call upon Capt. Welch in case situation got serious, Capt. Welch being 
at Hogan. 

Regarding first order quoted. All details were attended to and the 
men fed at 1 : 00 o'clock, Mr. Dwyer having brought us coffee and biscuits 
from his cook house. We patrolled the roads on two sides of the fire 
and when the wind showed a tendency to veer found good results were 
obtained by making a flank fire as would be the tactics in a way in 
actual warfare; at least the writer had the satisfaction of seeing this 
plan worked out and believes it was the means of saving one house and 
several cords of wood upon this occasion. 
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At 8 o'clock August 26th, I received phone message from Mr. Moran 
at Boring, who relayed same from Capt. Smith, to call his instructions 
off and take orders from General Finzer personally. About this time 
Captain R. O. Scott called me by phone and stated he was at Boring 
and could take care of any emergency there that might arise during 
the night. After mess we arranged camp in a field, along side of the 
fire and by dividing up into three details patrolled all night watching 
for fires that might start from sparks. After going over the ground 
thoroughly early August 27th, and being assured by Mr. Dwyer that his 
men could take care of the situation I reported with my command to 
Captain Scott at Boring, who had a breakfast prepared. He had six men 
belonging to company E, who reported to me at this time. 

The train containing the supplies did not arrive at Boring until 11 
o'clock. In the meantime I received orders from General Finzer to take 
these supplies and report to Captain Smith at Marmot. Three men 
were left with Musician Becker to load these supplies and the writer 
having secured two teams started out to carry out these instructions. 
Musician Becker followed with supplies joining me at Sandy where we 
had halted for mess. We left Sandy at 1:35 enroute for Marmot. Three 
miles above Cherryville we met Captain Smith and Forest Ranger 
Osborne and received instructions to report to you at Brightwood, 
where we arrived at about 7 o'clock reporting myself and twenty-one 
men; and 1752 pounds of supplies were turned over to Lieut. T. A. 
Trauger, Camp Quartermaster. We were assigned location to encamp. 
We put up shelter tents and went into permanent camp Immediately. 

Sunday, August 28th, I received the following order dated at 1:25 
P. M., from Lieut. McConnell, adjutant: 

% "Detachment 3d Infantry O. N. G., Brightwood. Oregon. Lieut, 
Ormandy will take all available men and proceed to patrol the whole 
fire line in this vicinity. Mr. Mclntyre will act as guide." 

Word having come in that there was more or less danger on Pickett's 
place, I left Lieut. Diech and H Company to await developments from 
that quarter, while the writer took all available men of E Company, 
25 men, and went to the Raithel place north and east of camp where we 
patrolled and trenched as much as possible all large trees or stumps. 
It having rained nearly all the time we were out, and as darkness was 
coming on, returned to camp at 6:05 P. M., Mr. Mclntyre being satisfied 
that we could do no more service that night. Lieut. Diech reported to 
me at this time that rangers had come into camp during my absence 
and reported that as there was no danger on Pickett's place, he had not 
sent any details out to that place. 

August 29th, at 11:55 A. M. I received the following order from Lieut 
McConnell, adjutant: 

"Detachment, 3d Inf. O. N. G., Brightwood, Oregon. The Commanding 
Officer of Company E will detail a non-commissioned officer and eight 
men to patrol southeast of camp. Mr. Mclntyre will act as guide. The 
detail will leave camp immediately after noon mess." 

In accordance with above instructions First Sergeant John Matson 
was sent to the same place which we had patrolled Sunday afternoon 
(Raither's farm). He reported back to me at about 4 o'clock that they 
hact found very little danger and had used all possible precautions to 
prevent any further trouble. Mr. Mclntyre corroborated his statement 
and assured the writer he felt sure no further trouble would occur. 

From this time on my actions were in accord with verbal instructions 
from Captain Smith, and he has covered that time in his general report, 
no doubt. 

Too much praise cannot be said for the rank and file of the men in 
my command as regards behavior and personal pride in the general 
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impression they tried to give as to the efficiency of the National Guard, 
and their cheerfulness in obeying orders and assuming the initiative 
where that quality was most needed. This applies especially to First 
Sergeant John Matson, Sergeant H. C. Brumbaugh, and Musican Becker 
of my command.

25th, 1910, until Tuesday, August 30th, 1910, inclusive: 

Thursday afternoon, August 25th, about 4 o'clock, Captain Kollock 
being absent from the city on business, I received a telephone call from 
the Adjutant General's Office notifying me that Company H had been 
ordered out to Boring, Oregon, to fight forest fires, and to prepare the 
company for immediate service. 

I proceeded at once to get busy with the telephones and called up the 
non-commissioned officers of the company and instructed them to report 
with_their details at the Armory as fast as possible, with the result 
that within two hours we were all assembled at the Armory with the 
exception of a few men who found it impossible to arrange in so short 
a time to leave their affairs or those we were unable to communicate 
with. 

We were then ordered to be ready to leave the Armory at seven 
o'clock in the morning, Friday, August 26th, and take a special train 
leaving East Morrison and Water Streets for Boring, Oregon. In the 
meantime Captain L. R. Kollock arrived and took command of the 
company. 

Friday, August 26th: Company H consisting of thirty-six men and 
two officers under Captain Kollock left Portland, Oregon, at seven forty- 
five and arrived at Boring at nine thirty in the morning where we re- 
ported to Captain Smith of Company E who had preceded us the day 
before. CaDtain Smith formed a provisional battalion consisting of Com- 
panies E, C, and H, with Lieut. Henry McConnel of Company C, acting 
adjutant and Lieut. T. A. Trauger of the Quartermaster's department as 
commissary and Quartermaster officer. We were ordered out above Borine: 
to set back fires to protect Boring. This work finished we came back 
to Boring at 12:30 P. M. where we had our noon lunch. Captain Kollock 
then returned to Portland and I took command of Company H. At 2 
P. M. the command left Boring in wagons bound for Marmot, Oregon. 
At Sandy, Oregon, we were met by a forest ranger, Mr. Osborne, who 
said that arrangements had been made to send the battalion to Toll Gate, 
Welch's and Zig Zag. After communicating with General Finzer by 
telephone, we changed our course toward the Toll Gate on the Barlow 
road and camped for the night at Cherryville. 
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Saturday, August 27th: Left Cherryville at 6 A. M. arriving at 
Brightwood at 9 A. M., where the headquarters of the battalion were 
established. Company C proceeded to Zig Zag. while Companies H and 
E remained at Brightwood. Company H was immediately ordered out 
on the north side of Sandy River, opposite Zig Zag to help civilians 
bring a fire under control. After the fire was brought under control the 
company came back to Brightwood and shortly after mess an alarm 
came in from the Salmon River Hatchery which was threatened with 
destruction by fire. We fought the fire until dark, finally bringing It 
under control with a good fire line brushed out around the fire. This 
was a very hard fight and the men were nearly exhausted as they had 
to climb up and down an almost inaccessible mountain. After fording 
the Salmon River, their shoes being wet were almost destroyed in walk- 
ing around among the hot ashes and the sharp rocks. We were 
almost suffocated at times by the smoke and often were compelled to 
run from the heat and smoke. I was very much pleased with the work 
of the company and the effectiveness of their work, as also were the 
forest rangers who looked over it a few days later. At dark we were 
called back to Brightwood where we had a rather late supper. 'About 
9 P. M. we had to turn out and put out a patrol to save a house and 
barn near Brightwood from destruction by fire. Company H also 
furnished a detail to butcher a cow. At 11 P. M. Company H was called 
upon to send a patrol of one non-commissioned officer and five men 
to Minsinger's to patrol a fire there, near the Bull Run Forest Reserve. 
This patrol consisted of Corp. Henry E. Spady and Privates Elmer P. 
Ogg, Ed L. Pratt, Jay Lee Van Duesen, Clyde N. Woods and Wilson W. 
Jones. Two men, Privates John F. May and Milton Unger were left at 
the Hatchery to guard against fire. 

Sunday, August 28th: During the morning a pretty good rain came 
down. Everything seemed quiet and the prospects of going home soon 
looked good. In the afternoon we were ordered out under the direction 
of a forest ranger to put out any fires that might be dangerous but the 
rain came down so heavy that the ranger attached to Company H 
thought it would not Be worth while to go out, so the company remained 
in camp. 

Monday, August 29th: The weather .had cleared up and Company k 
was ordered to send a detail of one corporal and seven men to Picket 
Mountain with Ranger Bean. The detail consisted of Corp. William A. 
Rood, Corp. Leon C. Houser, Corp. Frank G. McDopald, Corp. Oscar 
Wickander, Privates Oscar J. Kuhens, Timothy Powers, Geo. W. Newell 
and Floyd D. Thompson. One non-commissioned officer and seven men 
were sent to a fire southeast of camp under Ranger Emly and this de- 
tail consisted of Sergeant John H. Misenhimer, Sergeant Phillip C. 
Rhinehart and Privates Leo N. Holberg, Benj. S. Johns, Archie W. 
Pickard, Hiram C. Allison, Arthur C. Townsend and Homer Renner. 
These details were to report back at mess time unless they received 
other orders. At noon time the details returned. At this time the situa- 
tion seemed well in hand and it was decided to return to the home sta- 
tion in the morning, August 30th. Transportation was sent to bring in 
the different details and Privates May and Unger were called in from 
the Hatchery. All men In camp were allowed to go fishing or amuse 
themselves as they saw fit. Transportation was also sent to Zig Zag to 
bring down Company C, so we could all start for Boring early in the 
morning. About 4 P. M. alarming reports came into camp that Company 
C was out fighting fire on Zig Zag Mountain and probably we would 
all have to go there and help them in the morning. However these 
reports proved groundless and at about 9 P. M. we were joined by 
Company C. About 6 A. M. we had mess, the tents were struck and 
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we once more boarded the wagon train for Boring, a twenty-two mile 
ride. We arrived at Sandy about noon only to be met by an excited 
forest ranger who informed us that the fires had broken out anew and 
were again threatening the Bull Run Forest Reserve. We made a halt 
while Capt. Smith investigated the report and both officers and men 
had mess here. About 1 o'clock, however, the Chief Ranger and General 
Finzer after a conference, decided that the fires were sufficiently under 
control to allow the troops to continue their homeward journey. We 
arrived at Boring about 3 p. m. and it was nearly 6 p. m. before trans- 
portation was finally provided for us by the Electric Railway Company. 
At 8:30 P. M. we again marched into the Armory, stacked our shovels 
and axes and dispersed to our homes. Thus ended the third battle of 
Bull Run. But if military regulations will permit, I want to say a few 
words on behalf of the officers and men composing Captain C. T. Smith's 
provisional battalion. After leaving Cherryville, we were cut off from 
both telephone and telegraph communication and Captain Smith could 
be found most any time of day or night somewhere on the road between 
Toll Gate and Sandy postoffice. He was tireless in his work, as was 
also Mr. Osborne, the ranger who had charge of this particular district, 
and who seemed to never sleep, or eat except when he picked up a hard 
tack and munched along as he went from place to place giving instruc- 
tions as to this or that. I wish also to call attention to the tireless 
efforts of Lieut. Trauger, who looked after the Quartermaster and 
^mmissary Departments of the camp. He was always there with the 
goods and plenty of them, and I can gratefully say that he never failed 
11 « and no one had a complaint to make, which is saving: a whole lot 
for a soldier. I can safely say that Lieut. Trauger easily doubled the 
efficiency of Captain Smith's battalion. Lieut. McConnell was a very 
busy man indeed and had all that he could do, with several orderlies at 
his command, to keep in touch with all the different fire patrols and 
carry out the instructions of Capt. Smith and he contributed his share 
to the efficiency of the command. 

I wish also to comment on the energy and ability shown by Mr. 
Wygant of the Volunteer Signal Corps. Mr. Wygant showed that he was 
capable of carrying out the most difficult of propositions if only given 
ft chance and although he failed to get wireless connection with Port- 
land, it was only because others on whom he relied and on whom he 
trusted to help him, deserted and betrayed him after they got beyond his 
reach and control. Before he could overcome this difficulty the camp 
was broken up and much to his sorrow as well as ours, he was com- 
pelled to give up an experiment which I am convinced will some day 
prove a great benefit to the Army of this country. 

I can only speak in the highest terms of praise of my men, Com- 
pany H. Everyone of them was always ready for duty. It was never 
necessary to detail men for any kind of work, all I had to do was to 
step over to camp and ask for the number of men wanted and they 
were always ready, whether it was morning, noon or night, or mid- 
night. I cannot help but believe that it would be better to take the 
Oregon National Guard out on fire patrol duty every other year than 
it would be to put them in a State encampment, for they would get a kind 
of training there that would benefit them in case of actual war and be 
a benefit to the State in time of peace. They could be put under the 
direction of competent woodsmen or forest rangers and I believe that the 
officers and men both would like it better and it would be more at- 
tractive than the usual encampment and a great deal more beneficial. 

Now I am not adding these suggestions simply to say something. 
There are others who can say the same things and much better than I 
can. They are true and because they are true I speak of them for fear 
that others that should speak of them will neglect to do so. 
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Once again I wish to call attention to the fact that all these men 
dropped their work at the instant they heard the call and in every 
instance, as far as I can learn, their employers, while they needed the 
help they were thus deprived of, cheerfully put the men back to work 
when they came home. This is the kind of men we need in the Guard 
and these are the kind of business men and employers we need in 
Oregon and little use we have for any other kind of either.

Report of the Battalion Quartermaster and Commissary, Provisional 
Battalion, on Duty Extinguishing Forest Fires. 

Headquarters, Third Infantry, 

Oregon National Guard, 
Portland, Oregon, Sept. 6, 1910. 

Lieut. Henry McConnell, 

Adjutant, Prov, Batted Inf. O. N. G.. 
Portland, Oregon. 

Sir: I have the honor to submit herewith my report as quartermaster 
and commissary of the provisional battalion of the Third Infantry, O. N. 
G. recently employed extinguishing forest fires in the vicinity of the 
Bull Run Reserve. 

On the evening of August 25th, 1910 I received verbal orders from 
Colonel Dunbar to proceed with Companies C and H, which had just been 
ordered to go to the vicinity of Marmount, Oregon, to extinguish the 
forest fires then threatening the Bull Run Reserve, and to report to 
Captain C. T. Smith, at Boring, as Quartermaster and Commissary of the 
provisional battalion. At the same time I received verbal instructions 
from the Adjutant General to use my discretion in the matters of trans- 
porting and subsisting the troops. The powers given were expressed 
rather broadly and were to be used only when absolutely necessary for 
the public welfare. The Quartermaster General at Portland was to 
furnish supplies whenever possible, taking into consideration that the 
command would be at times without an? means of communication with 
Portland. 

On the morning of the 26th of August Companies C and H left the 
Armory at Portland and entrained at East Morrison and Water Streets 
on special train provided by the quartermaster general, enroute for 
Boring. We arrived at Boring at about 9 o'clock a. m. where we were 
met by Captain Smith and E Company. I immediately reported to Cap- 
tain Smith as quartermaster and commissary and was directed to see 
that the wagon transportation ordered by the quartermaster general was 
in readiness. While I was thus engaged, the, provisional battalion left 
Boring to extinguish a fire in the vicinity, and not knowing when they 
might return, I sent one of the company quartermaster sergeants to find 
out about when the command would return to Boring in order that I 
might arrange mess. Captain Smith having learned that the fires were 
not serious, sent me word that mess would be had at noon at Boring. 
I proceeded to establish a kitchen and instructed the cooks to prepare 
mess. Mess was accordingly served to the troops upon their return to 
Boring at noon. 
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In the menatime I had secured eight wagons for the transportation 
of the troops, and the whole battalion, less one platoon of E Company 
proceeded by way of Sandy toward Marmount leaving Boring at about 
1:20. The wagons were mostly hay ricks and wood ricks, and were 
sufficient to carry from 15 to 18 men each. We arrived at Sandy with 
men and horses in good condition at about four o'clock. At this point 
our destination was changed to Brightwood and we accordingly proceeded 
toward that point by way of Cherryville, at which place we arrived at 
about dark. Here Captain Smith ordered the battalion to bivouac, and 
mess was quickly prepared and served to the men. Men and horses were 
all in fine condition and early next morning mess was served and the 
battalion was again on the march at about 6 a. m. o'clock. We arrived 
at Brightwood at 8:50 and established headquarters, with Company H and 
one platoon of E Company. Company was ordered to proceed to Zig Zag, 
and I went to that place to determine how beet to subsist the men. I 
soon saw that C Company would be at that place for some time and 
that it would be impossible to cook for all the men at one kitchen. We 
secured an old cook stove from the ranger's station and set it up for a 
kitchen stove for C Company. We had but one stove with us and one 
kitchen outfit. H Company's stove and C Company's kitchen outfit So 
we divided the kitchen utensils between the two messes and managed 
to get along. 

I found it rather difficult to secure supplies for the three companies 
for the reason that we were so far from any point of communication 
with the quartermaster general at Portland. The platoon of E Company 
that had been left at Boring brought up some supplies with it, but that 
was by no means sufficient. Our fresh meat soon gave out, I purchased 
a cow, which was killed and dressed by some of the men. This gave us 
fresh meat for a couple of days. 

Sergeant Major Harry Emken was detailed to assist me in the com- 
missary work and I cannot speak too highly of his ability and efficiency. 

The Superintendent of the fish hatchery on Salmon River gave us 
enough fresh salmon for one day, which was greatly appreciated by all. 

On the morning of August 30th, we left Brightwood bound for Port- 
land. We had ten wagons this time, and were enabled to march much 
faster for the reason that the way was now down hill and the men 
were hardened by the hard work they had been doing and a great many 
of them walked nearly the whole distance to Sandy and many of 
them were walking when we reached Boring. We arrived at Sandy 
at about noon and telephoned the Adjutant General that we had been 
released by the Forest Service "and that we were on our way home. He 
accordingly informed us that transportation by train would be provided 
us upon our arrival at Boring. We arrived at Boring at 3:05 p. m. and 
the 8:37 train through that town carried two trailers that were intended 
for our use. But the commanding officer having heard rumors that a 
serious fire was burning in the Bull Run country, we were held at 
Boring awaiting the orders of the adjutant general. We were accord- 
ingly held at Boring until 6:30 p. m. at which time we left Boring by 
special train provided by the quartermaster general, and reached the 
armory in Portland at &:15. The men were all in fine condition and 
the best of spirits. 

We had to take a great deal of pains with the mess for the reason 
that there was no surgeon with the battalion and it would have been 
disastrous to have had any sickness among the men. Under the orders 
of the commanding officer I made it a point to see that the men subsisted 
as well as the country afforded. None of the men were sick and it is 
remarkable that not even the ordinary complaint arising from the change 
of diet, such as we experience atthe annual maneuver occurred among 
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any of the troops. Although at the army maneuver camp we have 
medical officers, inspectors and commissary officers to see that the 
messes are clean and sanitary, I must say that I never at a maneuver 
camp saw a mess or a kitchen so clean as we had on this expedition.

The order called for 203 men, but on account of being unable to get 
excused from business vocations, there were only 141 men that reported 
for duty.

Sir: In compliance with Special Orders No. 32, Headquarters, Third 
Infantry, detailing me to command of Provisional Battalion to guard the 
Race Course during the Automobile Races, June 12th, 1909, I have the 
honor to report as follows: 

Although the order called for one officer and 33 enlisted men from 
each of the Third Infantry organizations stationed in Portland, the fol- 
lowing will show the strength per company as reported to me at 8:30 
A. M. June 12th, 1909: 

Company B — 1 officer and 18 men. 
Company C — 1 officer and 22 men. 
Company E — 1 officer and 22 men. 
Company F — 1 officer and 18 men. 
Company H — 1 officer and 31 men. 
Company K — 1 officer and 25 men. 
Ambulance Company Detachment — 1 officer and 5 men. 

Companies E and F under command . of Capt. Chas. Smith left the 
Armory at 8:45 A. M. and entrained at Second and Yamhill streets, on 
Montaville cars. Companies B, C, H and K under command of Capt. 
Loren Bowman, left Armory at 8:30 a. m. and entrained at Water and 
Morrison streets, on Troutdale cars, both commands arriving at 
destination on schedule time. 

My orders to Capt. Smith were to detrain at Montavilla and march to 
Russellville Turn, Company F proceeding to Kelly Butte Turn. Capt. 
Bowman was instructed to detrain Companys H and K at the Section 
Line crossing and Companys C and B at the Base Line Crossing. These 
orders were carried out promptly. 

The detachment from the Ambulance Company established a first aid 
dressing station near the grand stand. 

There was some delay in distributing the detachments from Companies 
H and K, these men being compelled to march four miles to their sta- 
tions on account of the failure of the Automobile Club to provide trans- 
portation for the troops at this point, as they had repeatedly promised to 
do. On this account it was 11 :30 a. m. by the time all the men were posted. 

At the conclusion of the races the troops were assembled at the points 
at which they had detrained in the morning and were brought into the 
city, all arriving at the Armory by 8 p. m. 

There were no accidents, which was specially due to the vigilance of 
the officers and men on duty. No trouble was reported except slight 
Infractions of minor importance. 

There was some difficulty in keeping people from the track in front 
of the grand stand, which was owing to the scarcity of troops at this 
point. This could have been easily overcome if the Auto Club had ful- 
filled its obligation by furnishing sufficient transportation so that troops 
could be brought from distant points where their presence was not so 
much needed. This had been my intention. However, there were no 
accidents of any kind. In this connection I will state that more trouble 
was experienced from members of the Auto Club, by the infraction of 
rules, than from any other quarter. 

I also wish to commend the splendid work performed by the Quarter- 
master and Commissary departments. 

General and Special orders were issued to the commanding officers of 
the several organizations and maps were provided showing the course 
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and extent of territory to be covered by each Company, copies of which 
are attached.

Sir: In accordance with General Orders No. 15, Headquarters Oregon 
National Guard, August 14, 1909, appointing me as team captain of the 
Oregon Rifle Team, representing the State of Oregon, at the National 
Rifle Competition held at Camp Perry, Ohio, August 23rd to 25th, in- 
clusive, I have the honor to submit the following report: 

Immediately after the completion of the Oregon State Rifle Compe- 
titions and the Oregon State Rifle Association Matches, twenty-five of 
the competitors showing the best qualifications as riflemen, and who, if 
selected, were able to attend the National Rifle Competition, were 
ordered to remain in camp and try out for positions on the team, and 
from the competitors making the highest aggregate, the following officers 
and men were selected to represent the State: 

Major Frank B. Hamlin. 4th Infantry; 

Captain Ryland O. Scott, 3d Infantry; 

First Lieutenant Vernon E. Cunningham, 4th Infantry; 

First Sergeant James H. Potts, Company E, 4th Infantry;

As we had only two days in which to practice prior to our departure, 
this time was taken up in developing team work and in strengthening the 
weak spots as they came to our notice. As we had quite a number of 
new men who had never had experience in competitions of this character, 
great care was exercised in pairing the team members so that the new 
men should receive the greatest amount of benefit from those who were 
better seasoned in the game. In this connection, and in answer to 
criticisms, which I have heard in regard to the selecting of members of 
a rifle team, I would state that it would be impossible to obtain any 
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standing whatever in the National Rifle Matches by selecting new men 
for the team every season, regardless of the standing of old experienced 
shots on whose shoulders really rests the brunt of the battle. Rifle 
shooting is a strenuous game, and is not learned in a day, but only by 
hard persistent practice. 

The team left Portland at 10 a. m. Sunday, August 15th, and arrived at 
Camp Perry, Ohio, on the morning of Thursday, August 19th. During 
the trip great care was taken to keep the men in good physical condition, 
as we have learned by previous experience, that the climatic changes 
seriously affect the men's nerves, but fortunately all arrived in splendid 
condition. 

Preliminary practice at all ranges was commenced on Friday morn- 
ing, and finished Saturday afternoon. No practice was held on Sunday, 
all remaining within the confines of the camp. 

The National Team Match began at 8 A. M. Monday morning at the 
200 yard range, all the teams finishing very early in the forenoon. 
Firing at the 600 yard range commenced at 1:30 P. M. and continued 
until 4 P. M. Tuesday was taken up in firing at the 800 and 1000 yard 
ranges, and Wednesday with the rapid and skirmish fires, our team 
finishing with a total aggregate of 3585 points, giving us 12th place 
among the rifle teams of the United States. 

It is my opinion that if the men of the several teams had been sent 
to the next ranges as soon as finishing at the preceding one, tfrat much' 
time would have been saved and that it would have allowed a greater 
number of contestants to have remained for- the National Individual 
and N. R. A. Matches. As it were, several of the best shots on our team 
were compelled to leave for home as soon as the last range of the Team 
Match had been finished. 

As evidence of the great strides made by our marksmen, I will 
state that the 3585 points made by the Oregon Team this year was 363 
points ahead of the winners of the National Trophy, of last year, and I 
firmly believe that if our team had had two weeks preliminary practice 
and had the advantage of using the same ammunition as furnished at 
Camp Perry, with the addition of carefully selected rifles that we would 
have finished in the seventh place. ' * 

We have the material in this State to work on, but forty-eight hours 
preliminary training as a team is not enough time in which to get the 
best results from that material. As it is, Oregon may well be proud 
of the standing she has among the riflemen of the United States. 

In submitting the following recommendations, I trust that they may be 
of some benefit in the guidance and training of our future rifle teams: 

(1) That officers of the team should be notified a sufficient time in 
advance of their selections to act ap such, in order for them to properly 
qualify themselves for their various duties. 

(2) That preliminary contests, such as State competitions, etc., 
should be held at such time as to give at least two weeks for practice 
as a team, as good efficient team work is absolutely necessary. 

(3) That great care should be taken to secure proper food for the 
men, both in the preliminary training and at the National Competitions. 
If necessary, carry our own cooks, cooking outfit and camp equipage. 

(4) That specially selected rifles should be secured for the men, 
more carefully finished, leaded out inside, smoothed down as to bolt 
and trigger pull, and accurate to the smallest fraction in bore and 
straightness. 

(5) That teams for State contests and tryouts be furnished with same 
ammunition as is to be used at National Competitions. 

With these conditions complied with, I believe that Oregon will be 
"in the money" next season. 
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In conclusion, I wish to commend the splendid services of Major 
C. C. Hammond, Team Coach. He did wonders considering the short 
time at his disposal. I also wish to extend the thanks of the entire team 
to Brigadier General W. E. Finzer, who accompanied us in the capacity 
of Disbursing Officer, for his excellent treatment of all during the entire 
trip.

MISCELLANEOUS REMARKS OF INSPECTOR. 

On August 11, 1909, the Battery was inspected in field service uniform, 
dismounted, for the reason that no horses are assigned to this Battery. 
Six hired saddle horses were used by the officers during the encampment 
During firing practice, the guns were hauled to the beach by hitching a 
single pair of hired draught horses to each gun. The drivers were 
civilians. The artillery armament present consisted of four guns. Four 
limbers, four caissons, one battery wagon. There were no kit wagons or 
other quartermaster's transportation. The Battery proceeded to and 
returned from Seaside, Oregon, by train. 

A light battery, equipped for the field, in time of peace, required 19 
wheeled vehicles, 133 horses, 138 officers and men. There were present 
in camp 4 complete vehicles (the guns with limbers) 4 caissons (bodies 
only) 1 battery wagon (body only), 6 hired saddle horses, 66 officers and 
men. Percentages present in camp were, therefore, vehicles (complete 
about 21 per cent; horses about 4% per cent; officers and men about 
48 per cent. 

Without horses field maneuvers and inspection in heavy marching 
order are impossible. 

Camp exercises, in addition to the usual camp routine, included the 
following: Making and breaking permanent camp (conical tents) revolver 
target practice, standing gun drill ("firing instruction") signal and rango 
finding drill, service target practice, instruction of officers in "conduct 
of fire", informal talk on field artillery subjects. 

DEFECTS AND IRREGULARITIES. 

1. Shelter halves were not taken to camp. 

2. Revolver target practice (in compliance with G. O. 25, Hdqrs. O. N. 
G., Portland, Oregon, December 9, 1907). In the record practice scores 
were kept by a member of organization firing (departure from par. 192, 
S. A. P. R.) Best score, whether made in instruction or record practice, 
determined classification (departure from par. 193, S. A. F. R.) 

3. Signal drill — transmission of messages by flag not satisfactory. 

4. Range Finding, very good. 

5. Records: The battery still uses books, instead of new forms, for 
morning, sick and guard report. (G. O. 249, W. D. 1907). None of the 
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record forms required (G. O. 152 W. D. L906) for firing practice of field 
artillery were on hand or had been used in former practices of battery. 
Forms were supplied by me and instruction was given in the methods of 
recording service practice, including "Battery Commanders Data Book." 

6. Examination and classification of gunners of field artillery (G. 
O. 66, W. D., 1909) not held or classification made. Such classification 
is considered of prime importance in the development of gunners. Suit- 
able badges should be awarded for First and Second class gunners. 

7. No first aid packets issued to, and no instruction of, individual 
soldier in rendering first aid. The packets on hand were in possession 
of hospital detachment which showed proficiency in rendering first aid 
at drills. 

8. No identification tags, housewives, emergency or haversack 
rations. Poncho used instead of slicker. 

10. Material — Ordinance. — The Bracket fuse setters were all either 
inaccurate or out of commission. Defect probably due to continued use 
at drills with dummy cartridges during past two years. Hand fuse 
setters were used during service practice. 

11. Not supplied with reconnaissance instruments by Engineer De- 
partment (G. O. 73, W. D. 1907) No instruction of officers or men in 
road sketching, panorama sketch, etc. 

12. The officers were not completely supplied with the personal 
arms and equipment required by G. O. 169, W. D. 1907. 

13. Quartermaster supplies for field service are not held in store 
by the organization using them, G. O. 95, W. D. 1908. 

14. Signal equipment (G. O. 150, W. D. 1909) with the exception of 
flag kit, not on hand. 

15. Officers were in olive drab, men in khaki. The latter had no 
collar ornaments. Shoes are not supplied by State or Federal Govern- 
ment. About half the men wore black shoes. 

16. The battery is still using 1905 D. R. F. A. Has not been supplied 
with 1908 edition. 

17. No men instructed as "scouts" and 'agents.'

COMMENDATION. 

The general discipline of the command was very good. Ceremonies, 
guard, and dismounted drill very good. Physical condition, character, 
zeal, very good. "Fine discipline" very good. "Conduct of fire", in direct 
fire, very good — in indirect fire the battery had not been instructed. 

The officers were intelligent, zealous, energetic, and more than willing 
to receive and apply, in service practice, such instruction as the short 
time available permitted. 

The men were well behaved, willing, and apparently enthusiastic. 
The camp, kitchens, pits and sinks were properly located and cared for. 
There was no sickness, hospital management excellent. 

In general, the battery, though dismounted, created the impression of 
being thoroughly in earnest about its work of a battery. 

Tn this connection I desire to express my appreciation of the hos- 
pitality and the uniform courtesy extended me by the officers of the 
camp. 

Target practice, including direct and indirect fire problems, attack 
of an extended line with shrapnel, and a block house with high explosive 
shell, at ranges between 3700 and 2000 yards, was satisfactory. 

COMMENTS. 

Mobility and ability to fire effectively are the two important tests of 
efficiency of a light battery. Mobility is Impossible and firing instruction 
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is seriously handicapped without horses. Instruction of officers and 
men in reconnaissance, selection and occupation of positions over varied 
country, cannot be efficiently conducted without mounts. As most 
National Guard Batteries are dismounted, the question of the most ef- 
fective scheme for training dismounted field batteries, in time of peace, 
is one of primary importance if such batteries are to remain dismounted. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

1. Attention of proper National Guard authorities should be invited 
to the following: Drill Regulations, F. A. 1908, and G. O. 152, W. D. 1906; 
— G. O. 249, W. D. 1907; — G. O. 95, W. D. 1908; — G. O. 66, W. D. 
1909; — G. O. 87, W. D. 1909; — • G. O. 142, W. D. 1909; all relating in part 
to field artillery. 

2. A part of the battery and all officers should be mounted. 

3. Examination and classification of gunners should be held yearly 
and badges awarded. 

4. Supervision, by a regular officer of field artillery, of officers in 
"Conduct of Fire," "Fire Direction", reconnaissance, selection, and occu- 
pation of positions, map making, in camp, immediately preceding serv- 
ice target practice. 

5. An extended terrain for instruction and practice noted in 4. 

6. Extension of period in camp to two weeks. 

7. A march of three days, if mounted.

Sir: 1. I have the honor to report that I carefully inspected the 
equipment of the above Battery on the 3d day of August, 1910. This 
equipment comprises the following: 

4 guns, 3-inch field, Model of 1902, Nos. 155, 156, 157, 158. 
4 carriages, 3-inch field, Model of 1902, Nos. 155, 156, 157, 158. 
12 limbers, 3-inch field, Model of 1902, Nos. 845, 846, 847, 848, 849, 
850, 851, 852, 853, 854, 314, 315. 

8 caissons, 3-inch field, Model of 1902, Nos. 284, 285, 286, 287, 288, 
289, 803, 804. 

1 battery wagon, Model of 1902, No. 38. 
1 forge limber, Model of 1902, No. 38. 
1 store wagon, Model of 1902, No. 38. 
1 store limber, Model of 1902, No. 38. 
30 sets artillery harness, wheel, complete. 
60 sets artillery harness, lead, complete. 

The prescribed horse and personal equipment and the tools, acces- 
sories and spare parts were examined and the proper number of each 
found to be on hand. Yes. 
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2. The general condition of this equipment is as follows : 

Satisfactory. 

3. All parts of guns, carriages, limbers, caissons, battery and store 
wagons requiring it were fairly well painted. 

4. All bearing and bright surfaces of the guns, including parts of 
the breech mechanisms, were found to be thoroughly cleaned, free from 
rust and well lubricated; all oil holes are protected by spring covers 
except in hinge pin and operating-lever pivot. Yes. The threads on the 
block and in the screw box were examined and found free from rust 
and burrs and were not cutting. Yes. 

5. The breech and" firing mechanisms were examined and manipu- 
lated, and found to be in good condition. Each firing pin spring was 
tested in my presence by exploding two primers in empty cases and 
found satisfactory. The ejector was tested by ejecting two empty 
cartridge cases, and was found to be satisactory. Yes. 

6. The wheels of all the vehicles were examined as to tightness of 
spokes and tires, dish, lubrication, condition of oil valves, wheel fasten- , 
ings, etc., and the following noted. Yes. 

7. The road brakes of the different vehicles were examined for 
condition of parts, wear of shoes, adjustment of connecting rods^ ease of 
manipulation, and sufficiency of braking effect (skidding of wheels upon 
the road), and the following was noted. Yes. 

8. The lunettes and pintles, including the pintle springs, pintle 
latches, and pintle-latch springs, were examined, and the following was 
noted. Yes. 

9. The ^ammunition chests of limbers and caissons, including chest 
connections, hand rails, doors, door locks, shot bolts, lock bars, etc., 
were examined, and the following was noted: One broken limber. 

10. The contact surfaces between cradle and rocker, and rocker and 
axle, were found to be clean, free from rust, not cutting, and properly 
lubricated. Yes. 

11. All oil holes were cleaned out and oil flowed freely into them. 
Not all thoroughly cleaned yet. 

12. The gun was drawn to the rear on the cradle, the contact sur- 
faces of the gun clips and cradle guides examined and found to be clean, 
free from .rust, not cutting, and properly lubricated. Yes. 

13. The recoil cylinder and the counter-recoil springs were removed 
from the cradle and the interior of the latter examined for rust, scoring 
of body of cradle and spring support guides, defective riveting, missing 
rivet heads, etc., and the following was noted: Small amount of rust. 

14. The exterior surface of the recoil cylinders was found to be 
clean, free from scoring and from rust, and properly lubricated. The 
counter-recoil springs were in serviceable condition, free from rust and 
well lubricated. 0. K. 

15. The recoil cylinders were filled with the oil issued by the 
Ordnance Department for that purpose; the stuffing boxes were cor- 
rectly packed; the filling and drain plugs, cylinder heads, and glands 
properly seated and lashed, and there was no evidence of leakage of 
oil from the cylinders. O. K. 

16. The piston rod was moved by hand back and forth through its 
range of movement in recoil, and no unusual resistance to motion was 
noticeable; the piston rod was smooth and free from rust and from 
scoring. (Where unusual resistance to motion is noted, the cylinders 
must be opened and the cause of the trouble determined. The inspector 
will then note whether any of the interior parts of the cylinder, etc., are 
scored or rusted). O. K. . 

17. An examination of the records of firings conducted by the 
Battery since the last inspection was made and the action of the recoil

18. The counter-recoil action was tested by pulling the piece 40 
inches from battery and releasing it. With the gun at 10 degrees 
elevation, the action with respect to time, strength, and length of return 
movement was. as follows: (Note: The piece should return into battery 
without shock in at least two seconds. The requirements of this para- 
graph are to be carried out only in cases where paragraph 17 shows 
defective return action.) 

19. The elevating and traversing mechanism were examined and 
manipulated throughout their range of movement, and their condition 
with respect to cleanliness, rust, lubrication, amount of lost motion, and 
ease of movement was as follows: O. K. 

20. The elevating screw covers were in place and the screws were 
assembled so that they were completely housed by the elevating gear 
bracket with gun in traveling position. The elevating crank shafts were 
assembled so as to balance each other in all positions. Yes. 

21. The elevating and traversing locks were found in good condition. 

22. The range quadrant case, the panoramic-sight case, and the 
rear-sight shank box were carefully examined with special reference to 
the support and protection afforded by the packing in these boxes to 
the parts carried in them, and in each instance the packing was found 
to hold the part securely and protect it from injury, except as noted 
below. The lids, locks, and springs mountings of these cases were in 
good condition. 

23. The front and rear sights, the panoramic sights, and the range 
quadrants were examined and all moving parts manipulated throughout 
their range of movement. The conditions as to cleanliness of parts, 
case of working, amount of lost motion, and amount of play of sight or 
quadrant in its seat when in use, were noted as follows: O. K. 

24. With sight scales set at zero elevation and deflection, the lines 
of sight of the tangent and panoramic sights are parallel to the axis of 
the bore. This parallelism was verified in each case by the method 
of adjusting the sights prescribed in the "Handbook of the 3-inch Field 
Artillery Material". 

25. (a) With carriage level and gun and sights (tangent and pan- 
oramic) at elevation and deflection, aiming points in prolongation of 
the lines of sight were selected. (These aiming points will preferably 
be located on the target used in verifying the adjustment of sights, 
paragraph 24.) 

(b) The gun was then brought to its maximum elevation and the 
sight elevation correspondingly altered; the lines of sight were then 
found to pass through the selected aiming points. Yes. 

(c) With conditions as in (a), the gun was moved upon the carriage 
to its extreme positions in azimuth and the sight deflections correspond- 
ingly altered; the lines of sight were again found to pass through the 
same aiming points. Yes. 
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(d) With conditions as in (a), the range quadrant dial indicated 0. 
As the gun was elevated and the line of sight brought to bear upon the 
aiming point, the indications of the range dial, quadrant leveled, agreed 
at all ranges with those of the elevation scale of the sight. Yes. 

26. The fuze setters were examined, found in good condition, worked 
easily, and gave accurate fuze settings. In good order but no ammunition 
to check settings. 

27. The shields and fastenings were in good condition. Several 
hinges need repairing. 

28. Each gun and carriage was provided with the equipment of tools, 
accessories, and spare parts prescribed by the Ordnance Department. 
All of this equipment was examined and found to be in good condition. 

29. Each limber was provided with one ax, one picket rope, one 
lantern, three oil cans (except forge and store limbers, which have two 
each), one paulin, one pick ax, one pole prop, one shovel, three water- 
ing buckets, and one hatchet. These equipments were examined and 
were found in good condition. 

30. The attachments and fastenings for securing on the limbers for 
transportation the equipment enumerated in paragraph 29 were found in 
good condition. 

31. Each caisson was provided with two wrenches, one ax, one 
paulin, one pick mattock, and one shovel. These articles and the at- 
tachments and fastenings for securing them to the caisson were ex- 
amined and found to be in good condition. 

32. The battery wagon, store wagon, forge limber, and store limber 
were examined and found in good condition. 

33. The forge limber was equipped with the prescribed outfit of 
smithing and horseshoeing tools, and the battery wagon with carpenter's 
and saddler's boxes containing the prescribed outfits of tools. These 
boxes, tools, and equipments were examined and found In good condition. 

34. The battery was provided with four spare bodies and two spare 
wheels, all of which were examined and found in good condition. 

35. The battery had on hand the prescribed quantity of supplies, 
materials for cleaning and preservation, and spare parts of all kinds 
necessary to equip the repair and store wagons and limbers for im- 
mediate field service; these stores were in addition to those required 
for the current six months' use, were carefully examined and found in 
good condition. 

36. The battery commander's telescope was examined and found in 
good condition. The accuracy of its adjustment was verified by the 
method prescribed in the "Handbook of the 3-inch Field Artillery 
Material". Insufficient room in Armory prevented test, but recently 
checked by regular officer and tried out in target practice with good 
results. 

37. The harness and horse equipments in possession of this battery 
were examined and found as follows: (In addition to general inspec- 
tion as to cleanliness and proper care, the inspector should examine 
for wear of leather where it is sewed into or bears on buckles, rings, or 
other metal parts; wear of links and hooks of collars, trace chains, etc.; 
wear on the sewing of leather cover of wire traces; wear on the zinc 
plating of collar at point of bearing on shoulder; deformation of collar 
under trace plates due to excessive pull on traces, etc.) Satisfactory. 

38. The arms and equipment for the personnel of the battery issued 
by the Ordnance Department were examined and found in good condition. 
Yes. : /• 

39. The ammunition issued to the battery was examined and fourifl 
in good condition and properly stored and cared for; the empty cartridge 
cases were cleaned and suitably oiled. Cases O. K., but no ammunition 
on hand.

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40. The subcaliber cartridges were fitted into the guns and three 
rounds of cal. 30 ammunition fired from each in my presence and all 
were satisfactory. The ejector springs were amply strong to fully eject 
the empty .30 cal. shell. The drill cartridges were fitted into the fuze 
setter and functioned properly and gave accurate fuze setting. Yes. 

41. The important repairs made to the material of this battery since 
last inspection and the necessity for such repairs are as follows: None. 

42. The following alterations and improvements called for by cur- 
rent drawings of this material have not yet been made. Several alter- 
ations to be made in chest, but parts have not been received from Rock 
Island Arsenal. 

43. The following suggestions for improvement and criticisms of 
this material were noted during the inspection of this -battery, viz : 

44. The following firings were conducted during the inspection of 
this battery: / 
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General remarks 



45. As a result of this inspection, I have the honor to make the 
following recommendations, viz: One tooth on one operating lever was 
broken and as the parts did not seem to be interchangeable the entire 
spare breech mechanism was substituted leaving the now "spare" un- 
serviceable. This is reported in another communication in which it is 
recommended that the entire broken mechanism be sent to Watervliet 
Arsenal and a new operating lever be applied or repaired.

* Sir: I have the honor to submit the following report of the tour of 
<luiv of the Ambulance Company Section, O. N. G. while at Camp Benson, 
Cjackamas, Oregon, July 12th, to July 18th inclusive, 1909. 

Pursuant to General Orders No. 9, the command was assembled at 
Multnomah County Armory at 7:45 A. M., July 12th, in heavy marching 
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order, and, after reporting to Colonel C. E. McDonell at 8:15 A. M., we 
proceeded to march to camp In company with the Third Infantry, O. N. G., 
Colonel C. E. McDonell, commanding. Our strength was two officers and 
eighteen enlisted men. When within two miles of camp I left Lieut 
Hendershott in command and rode ahead to select suitable site for our 
camp, and to see how mess was progressing. The detail consisting of 
one sergeant and two men, one of the latter the cook, which had been 
sent ahead by train, had the kitchen fly pitched and mess almost ready. 
At 12:30 P. M. the command arrived and ate mess. Immediately after 
they pitched tents in as nearly regulation manner as the grounds would 
permit, being in order by evening mess. 

Company Orders No. 1 were issued and published with regard to camp 
routine and calls following General Orders No. 6 to that effect. 

The drills were conducted each day, men were instructed in bandaging 
and caring for wounds, camp sanitation and target practice. One day, 
upon request, Capt King, commanding Company G, First Infantry 
U. S. A., sent his ambulance with a Corporal Hospital Corps U. S. A. in 
charge, to our camp for instructions in ambulance drill and it was of 
great service, in fact, without the same the recruits would have been 
unable to conduct the loading and unloading of same with the dispatch 
that they did the day of maneuvers. 

Special Orders No. 18, assigned Lieut. Hendershott and four men to 
the Third Battalion, July 18th. Instead of four men, he took one sergeant 
and four men with two litters. His report is enclosed herewith. Special 
Orders No. 18 assigned the remainder of the Company Section, with 
myself in command, to the other two battalions, Major May commanding. 
I reported to Major May and learned the problem. In accordance, I 
represented the Field IJospital as imaginary at Dispensary, established 
Ambulance Dressing Station at Water Tank on road, because of con- 
venience to good water supply and some protection from tank itself and 
in proximity to well traveled wagon road. The Ambulance which we 
procured again from Capt. King was packed at the Dressing Station. 

Capt. Brossius, Assistant Surgeon M. C, O. N. G., assigned to Third 
Infantry, acted as Medical Referee, hence the necessity of my acting In 
capacity of Regimental Surgeon too. The night before I gave each 
Company Commander in our Command one diagnosis tag, and instructed 
each to select a patient from his Company to drop out during the 
engagement, and am elated to say that we recovered every tag upon a 
man the following morning. Having left my Ranking First Class 
Sergeant in charge of the Ambulance Station, I proceeded with the rest 
of the men as litter-bearers in the rear of the troops. About a hundred 
yards behind the line we established Regimental First Aid Dressing 
Stations, changing them as necessity required, and always selecting 
some well protected place for the same. The wounded were dressed 
according to diagnoses upon tags and carried by litter to the nearest 
point on road, always keeping under cover. When firing had ceased, 
the ambulance was brought with all haste to the front and the wounded 
hurried to the Ambulance Dressing Station where the wounds were 
redressed and the patient sent on into the Field Hospital. 

I want to urge in closing, the necessity of an ambulance both for 
instruction in the home station and because of its great usefulness upon 
the march. One private from Company C, was so lame about two miles 
from camp, that three or four of my men were compelled to carry him 
into camp, arriving one and one-half hours behind the command. 

Capt. King, U. S. A., has my most hearty thanks for his response to 
my wishes for the ambulance, and to the Company Commanders in the 
First and Second Battalions, I am very grateful for their help in our 
phase of the maneuvers, for without their aid we could have accom- 
plished nothing. 
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The Camp was extremely beneficial to us and the men seemed to 
enjoy every minute, and something unusual, there was no grumbling 
about the mess.

Sir: I have the honor to submit the following report of the tour of 
duty of the Ambulance Company, Oregon National Guard, from August 
8th to 17th, inclusive, 1910: 

The Command consisting of the following personnel: two (2) 
officers and twenty-nine (29) men, enlisted, entrained pursuant to G. O. 
No. 9, on the first section at 7 A. M. August 8th, 1910, and proceeded to 
Cosgrove, Washington, arriving at 2 P. M. No proper camp site for an 
Ambulance Company having been designated, permission was received 
from the Chief Surgeon to use our discretion in the selection of a 
suitable location. The available terrein having been inspected a site 
was chosen midway between the camps of the 3rd and 4th Regiment 
Infantry O. N. G., this was necessitated in order that our position be 
readily accessible to both regiments, Inasmuch as we had the only 
medical supplies. 

Major Brossius requested that his detachment with the 4th Infantry, 
O. N. G., consisting of one sergeant first class and four privates first 
class, Hospital Corps, be assigned to my command for Instructions, 
quarters and mess, which was complied with. 

The instructions received were mostly relative to duties of Medical 
Officers in problems that had been propounded previous to our arrival. 
They seemed practical and were of much value. The enlisted men of 
the Hospital Corps received instructions in First Aid, as Hospital Corps 
Detachments with Regiments, in drills and general maneuvers, and not 
as an Ambulance Company until the last day and that was pursuant to 
my request that we needed more of that work because of scarcity of 
ambulances at our Home Station. No instructions in travois work were 
given at all. The daily sick call was attended and a Regimental In- 
firmary, for both regiments, was established, at the Ambulance Com- 
pany's quarters. 

On the whole the work was very interesting and I believe quite 
beneficial. 

The Command returned on the second and third sections on August 
17th, arriving at Portland at about 5 P. M.

Infantry and Ambulance Company Section 0. Jf. GL, Covering the 

Period of its Encampment Near Clackamas, Oreogn, from 

Jnly 12, 1909 to July 18, 1909.

Sir: Pursuant to the provisions of paragraph 4, Special Orders No. 
114, Headquarters Department of the Columbia, current series; letter of 
instructions, Adjutant General's Office, War Department, dated May 25, 
1909, to the Commanding General, Department of the Columbia; and 
memorandum for the Chief of Staff, dated War Department, June 22, 
1909, I have the honor to submit the following report on the 3d Infantry, 
Oregon National Guard, and Ambulance Company, covering the period 
of its encampment near Clackamas, Oregon, from July 12 to 18, 1909, 
both dates inclusive: 

I arrived at the camp July 11th, where I was joined by First Lieuten- 
ant J. W. Everington, 3d U. S. Infantry, who had been detailed as 
instructor during the encampment. Company G, First U. S. Infantry, 
Captain Campbell King, commanding, and the Machine Gun Platoon, 
First U. S. Infantry, Second Lieutenant A. J. Davis, commanding, which 
organization had been detailed to participate in the encampment by the 
Commanding General, Department of the Columbia, arrived in camp 
the morning of that day. First Lieutenant F. F. Jewett, 1st U. S. Infantry, 
camp quartermaster for the regular troops, was also present for duty. 
All these officers participated fully and efficiently, individually and with 
their commands, in the exercises for instruction conducted during the 
encampment The instructions contained in the memorandum, letters 
and orders from higher authority was complied with. 

At the conclusion of the encampment, the commanding officer of 
the Third Infantry, Oregon National Guard, Colonel C. E. McDonell, 
expressed appreciation of the association with the regular troops and 
their officers, both for himself and his officers and men. The relations, 
both official and personal, between the officers and men of both com- 
mands were agreeable and satisfactory. 

The following remarks on the military efficiency of this regiment, 
based on the inspections made the instruction given, as submitted: 

MILITARY CONCLUSIONS. 

Rather poor among the men at first, but a steady improvement was 
noted, and was "very good" before the encampment closed, except among 
the sentinels on post, which was but "fair". Undoubtedly with longer 
time and several tours of guard duty greater proficiency would have 
been developed, as the men were willing and anxious to learn. 

EQUIPMENT. 

"Excellent" and in good condition, except in the case of some rifles, 
for lack of frequent inspection by company officers. 

SHOES. 

There were many black shoes, in fact, the black shoe predominated — 
not suitable for marching or field service. This is a condition for which 
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blame should not be imputed until provision is made for a supply of tan 
marching shoes, which, it is understood, will be furnished as soon as 
practicable by the state authorities. 

CLOTHING. 

The clothing of the men, khaki, supplied by the Quartermaster's 
Department, was generally in as good condition as can be expected. 
Some repairs which could easily be required of them had been neglected. 
Collar ornaments were noticeably absent among the men although it is 
understood they had all been supplied. 

All officers were properly equipped and presented a very good ap- 
pearance. 

PERSONAL APPEARANCE. 

The physical appearance, both of officers and men, was good; the 
majority of tbe officers of very good appearance, and some excellent in 
military bearing. 

DRILLS. 

Some companies fairly good, and others poor, but a steady improve- 
ment was noted. The drills during the encampment were progressive 
through the schools of the company, batalllon and regiment, advance 
and rear guard, outpost and patrols, leading up to a problem on the last 
day. 

A considerable number of the officers were new and not well posted 
in drill; the same is true of the non-commissioner officers. This remark 
does not apply to most of the officers of longer service. 

THE CAMP. 

The camp was beautifully laid out, and the ground available utilized 
to the best advantage. The position of all tents was staked in advance 
by the quartermaster of the regiment. More ground will be available 
for this purpose in the future when more land has been cleared. There 
is not now sufficient ground for open order or regimental drills. A 
vacant lot not belonging to the State was used. No representative of the 
Quartermaster's Department was noticed at the trains on arrival of five 
companies by rail, but camp being a short distance from the railroad 
station, no confusion or delay resulted. Seven companies arrived by 
marching — one company five miles and six companies twelve miles. 
The camp was promptly made and presented an excellent appearance 
during the entire time of the encampment. 

BEHAVIOR AND DISCIPLINE. 

The temper and behavior of offifcers and men was excellent at all 
times, and the interest evinced commendable. General regret was ex- 
pressed that the encampment could not last longer. There seemed to be 
a total absence of the use of intoxicating liquors. Officers and men 
evidently took their service seriously, and endeavored to make the most 
of the short time at their disposal. It is believed that another week 
would have more than doubled the progress made by this regiment. 

The tents and camp equippage (except field ranges and cooking 
utensils) were left in place for the 4th Oregon Infantry, which is to 
arrive in a few days. Before the Third Oregon Infantry left, the camp 
was policed and left in excellent condition by all the companies except 
one, "which left earlier in the day, the 18th. This delinquency was cor- 
rected by the companies leaving later. 
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ATTENDANCE. 

The percentage of officers present was 89; of men, 52. In this con- 
nection it should be stated that July being the harvest season, it was 
aiflicult for many from the farming sections to attend the encampment 
One company has to contend with strong opposition from the labor 
union in its home town. Furthermore, a small encampment of this nature 
is not as popular with officers or men as the large maneuver camps of 
recent years in which all expressed great interest. This was demon- 
strated by the interest taken in the preparation for the problem (the 
time was not sufficient for more than one) which consisted of a bivouac 
and outpost problem for the last night in camp, to be followed by a 
maneuver comprising attack and defense. The bivouac had to be 
abandoned owing to heavy rain, but the combat problem was success- 
fully concluded at dawn on the morning of the last day. 

MEDICAL DEPARTMENT, AMBULANCE COMPANY AND HEALTH. 

The work of the ambulance company during the problem was 
especially commendable, and not only in this problem, but at all times 
during the encampment. A well equipped field hospital was established. 
The health of the command was excellent. Due precautions were taken 
to prevent the spread of disease. One case of measles and one of 
mumps appeared, both of which were promptly isolated. 

FOOD, WATER, GARBAGE AND EXCRETA. 

The food, both for officers and men, was well cooked and served. 
The cooking for the men was done by the company cooks. The water 
was abundant and of excellent quality, being obtained from a driven 
well on the ground, from which it was pumped to an elevated tank and 
distributed in the grounds by pipe. If this camp is to be used in future 
years, steps should be taken to secure a supply for drinking which will 
not be contaminated by surface drainage from the camp. The garbage 
was disposed of by burning the solid portions in pits with straw and 
crude oil. The liquid portions were poured into open earth pits and 
liberally covered with crude oil. The excreta was disposed of by the 
earth-pit system, crude oil and straw being used daily to burn out 
the pits. 

GENERAL IMPRESSION. 

Upon the whole, the Impression produced by this regiment is favorable. 
The Colonel, Lieutenant Colonel, and two of the majors served in the 
Philippines, and a number of the officers served there also during 
campaign, either as officers or enlisted men. 

INFORMAL TALKS AND LECTURES AND OTHER INSTRUCTION. 

In accordance with the letter of instructions all the officers were 
assembled daily at the close of the morning drills, and the errors noted 
during the previous twenty-four hours brought to their attention. Op- 
portunity was offered to ask questions pertaining to the same, or other 
military matters. The errors noted at drills which could properly be 
referred to at the time of their occurrence were pointed out, not directly, 
but to the immediate seniors of the officers concerned at five P. M. 
daily, all the officers were again assembled for a talk or lecture on the 
following subjects: Minor Tactics, Military Map Reading, and Topo- 
graphy, Camps, Marches and Military Hygiene, and, by request, a talk on 
the uses, mechanism and firing of the Maxim Automatic Machine Gun 
was given. These lectures were well received. The Regular Troops 
at the request of the National Guard, gave drills in close and extended 
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order for the purpose of the instruction. The machine gun platoon, with 
ammunition supplied by the Oregon authorities and their request, made 
an advance on the target range with a battalion of the Third Oregon, 
in which ball cartridges were fired at the B target. The ambulance 
which accompanied the troops of the First U. S. Infantry was loaned to 
the National Guard Ambulance Company for instruction purposes. 
Lieutenant-Colonel R. G. Ebert, Medical Corps, U. S. Army, delivered a 
lecture on Military Hygiene, Camps and Marches. It was well received 
and much appreciated by all. 

"COMMENTS, SUGGESTIONS, OR RECOMMENDATIONS, TO IMPROVE 
THE MILITARY EFFICIENCY OF THE ORGANIZED MILITIA." 

War Department Circular, No. 8, (Guard Duty) Division of Militia 
Affairs, some copies of which had already reached a few of the National 
Guard Officers, will, it is believed, greatly improve the soldier's 
efficiency in guard duty. Similar pamphlets 'might well be issued on 
map reading and field engineering, and other topics in which instruction 
is to be given. It is thought that copies of the proposed amendments to 
Field Service Regulations relating to field orders, and copies of the 
"Studies in Minor Tacics", adopted in the Army Service Schools at Fort 
Leavenworth, might be issued with advantage to all officers of the 
Organized Militia. 

It is recommended that one first lieutenant of infantry, especially se- 
lected, be attached for a period of two years to each regiment of the 
Organized Militia in the character of an adjutant, as an assistant and 
advisor to its colonel, and instructor for the companies. This idea was 
spontaneously advocated by many of the officers of this regiment during 
its encampment. Were such details made, the regiments of the Organized 
Militia would be enabled to arrive at the encompmnt already prepared to 
participate in those field exercises and maneuvers for which an encamp- 
ment is necessary, without loss of time and energy devoted as now to 
drills and exercises and thearetical instruction which should be per- 
fected at home. The officers of this regiment state that the attendance 
at lagre maneuver camps is always greater than at other encampments. 
For this reason, it is believed that much greater benefit would result if 
all the money spent for encampments were spent on yearly camps for 
maneuver purposes only where the troops of the Regular Army and the 
Organized Militia in sufficient numbers for field exercises could partici- 
pate with mutual advantage under the direction of an officer of suf- 
flciant rank and recognized experience. 

Referring to the meager attendance of the men of the regiment in this 
encampment (52 per cent) the officers state that they have great dif- 
ficulty not only in securing recruits, but also in enforcing attendance to 
drills. Many of the men in the ranks are quite young, and are apt to 
leave the service as soon as they marry. There is now no sufficient 
or satisfactory means of maintaining the standards of instruction and 
discipline they desire. It is suggested by them that a stipulated sum 
be paid for attendance at drills and instruction. This seems a reasonable 
suggestion if greater military efficiency is expected. 

COMMENDATION. 

First Lieutenant J. W. Everington, 3d Infantry, served as instructor 
and delivered one lecture. Captain Campbell King, 1st Infantry, because 
of his experience in the Department of Military Art and his general 
excellence as an officer, was of greater assistance. His talks on Minor 
Tactics and other matters were especially good. Second Lieutenant A. 
J. Davis, 1st Infantry, gave the talk on the Machine Gun Platoon. First 
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Lieutenant P. P. Jewett, 1st Infantry, performed such duties as were 
required of him. All these officers were efficient and are well adapted to 
the duty for which they were detailed. 

To avoid a multiplicity of reports on the same regiment, this report, 
although signed by me alone, represents the consensus of opinion of the 
officers above named. They assisted in its preparation, and it is sub- 
mitted in this form, as a complete report on the 3d Infantry, Oregon 
National Guard, on the matters on which report was directed in instruc- 
tions received.

Army, on the 
Fourth Infantry on its Encampment near Clackamas, Oregon, 1909.

Sir: Pursuant to Memorandum from Chief of Staff, War Department, 
June 22, 1909, and Verbal Instruction of the Commanding General, 
Department of the Columbia, I have the honor to submit the following 
report on the Fourtfi Regiment Oregon National Guard, covering the 
period of its encampment near Clackamas, Oregon, from July 24th to 
July 30th, 1909: 

Company G, 1st U. S. Infantry, Captain Campbell King, commanding, 
with 1st Lieut, F. F. Jewell, 1st U. S. Infantry, attached, and the 
Machine Gun Platoon, 1st U. S. Infantry, 2d Lieut. A. J. Davis, com- 
manding, had been detailed to participate in the encampment by the 
Commanding General, Department of the Columbia, and were on the 
ground when the 4th Regiment arrived. All these officers participated 
individually, as well as with their Commands, in the exercises conducted 
during the encampment. • 

The official and personal relations between the officers and men of 
both commands were at all times most pleasant. At the conclusion of 
the encampment. Colonel George O. Yoran, commanding the 4th Regiment, 
expressed appreciation of the efforts made by the officers and men of the 
regular troops and declared in behalf of his command, that the association 
had been most beneficial. 

As I participated in the instruction and assisted in the preparation 
of Major R. H. Noble's report on the 3d Regiment, Oregon National 
Guard, under practically the identical conditions affecting the 4th 
Regiment, in submitting the following report on the military efficiency 
of this regiment, I have, whenever applicable, adopted the remarks con- 
tained in the former report. 

ORGANIZATION. 

The 4th Regiment consists of only two battalions or eight companies. 
Present at the encampment, thirty-one officers and two hundred and 
eighty-three (283) men. According to the Field Return, herewith 
enclosed, aggregate present and absent thirty-five (35) officers and five 
hundred and twenty-four (524) men. 
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equipment. 

"Excellent" and apparently In good condition as a whole. 

CLOTHING. 

Officers wore Olive Drab. The men were uniformed in Khaki. 
Condition as a whole good. 

SHOES. 

The shoes were of various sorts and patterns — few adapted to 
marching. 

PHYSICAL APPEARANCE. 

Physical appearance of both officers and men as a whole, good. 

DISCIPLINE. 

The conduct of the officers and men was most exemplary at all 
times. Their attention to duty was quiet and serious. 

MILITARY COURTESIES. 

Rather poor among the men at first, due to inexperience, but a 
constant improvement observed from day to day and an evident desire 
to do what waff right. 

THE CAMP. 

The 4th Regiment occupied the same camp as the 3d. The tents 
being .left in place by the latter regiment. As stated- in the former report, 
the camp was beautifully laid out, the ground being used to the best 
advantage, though not admitting in its present state of regimental or 
extended order drills. 

ARRIVAL OF THE REGIMENT. 

One company arrived at 11:30 A. M., three companies at 2 P. M., and 
four companies at 5 P. M., on the 24th of July, all by train. They 
proceeded in a prompt and orderly manner to their camp which was 
near the railroad station and at once occupied the tents left" standing 
for them by the 3d regiment. The general effect was good. 

EXERCISES AND EFFICIENCY.' 

Target practice occupied nearly half of the time during the encamp- 
ment, the battalions alternating each day on the range. Great interest 
is manifested by this regiment in target practice as its excellent marks- 
manship attests. 

The troops not on the range were exercised in company and battalion 
drill, in close and extended order. The drills were fair and Improved 
from day to day, the close order drill of one battalion being particularly 
good. 

Guard mounting was held in the mornings and a review or parade of 
the regiment in the afternoons. At first these ceremonies were not 
satisfactorily executed, but a rapid and marked improvement took place 
at their performance. 

One day was devoted to a reconnaissance problem by each battalion, 
involving a march of about eight miles with an advance and rear guard. 
Its execution was satisfactory. 
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Quite a number of the junior officers as well as many of the non- 
commissioned officers and men, seemed rather new and inexperienced 
in their duties. The Captains and Field Officers as a whole, were well 
qualified for their positions, as many of them had seen service in the 
Philippines. 

FOOD, WATER, GARBAGE, AND EXCRETA. 

Rations were issued to the companies daily and the food was satis- 
factorily prepared generally by the Company cooks. There was some 
little trouble in handling the rations, which was to be expected from 
inexperienced men. 

Water was supplied from a well in the ground and pumped to an 
elevated tank from which it was distributed throughout the camp by 
pipes. The supply was abundant and the quality seemed good though it 
is probably subject to possible contamination from surface drainage. 

However, the health of the command during the short encampment 
was good. 

Garbage, liquid and solid, was deposited in cans and removed daily 
by a farmer who transported it some distance to his farm for feed. 

The excreta was deposited in earth pits, covered with crude oil and 
daily burned out with straw. 

POLICE. 

The police of the camp as a whole, was excellent throughout the 
encampment with one marked exception. The day before the regiment 
left, one of the rears above mentioned burned out. It was not replaced, 
and many men relieved themselves behind a wood pile in the vicinity of 
the old rear — a dangerous and very disagreeable performance. 

DEPARTURE. 

The regiment left on July 30th by train, in the same manner in which 
it had arrived. The entraining was quiet and orderly. The general 
impression good. The camp was left standing for the use of officers and 
men who were to participate in the rifle competition which immediately 
followed the encampment. 

INSTRUCTION. 

The officers of the regular troops participating in the encampment, 
1st Lieut. F. F. Jewett, 1st Infantry, and 2d Lieut. A. J. Davis, 1st 
Infantry, as well as myself, attended the various drills and exercises of 
the regiment and when practicable, and politic, made suggestions on the 
ground. For general discussion of the days' work, the officers were 
assembled daily at 1:00 P. M. when errors were noted and questions 
invited. 

Lectures were delivered by Lieut. Col. R. G. Ebert, Medical Corps, 
U. S. Army, on military hygiene, camps and marches; by Lieut. Jewett 
on field engineering; and Lieut. Davis on military map reading and 
topography. At the request of the Colonel, drills in close and extended 
order were given by Company B, 1st Infantry, in the presence of the 
regiment for instruction purposes. 

COMMENTS AND SUGGESTIONS. 

Officers of the organized militia should always be furnished copies 
of orders, Instructions, and authority under which officers of the 
regular army, detailed for service with them, are acting. 
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If the schedule of instructions for each encampment were prepared 
with the advice and assistance of a regular officer, it is believed that 
more might be accomplished. 

It is suggested that a regular officer of suitable experience might 
be detailed for a period of two or three years with each regiment of the 
organized militia, to act in the capacity of an adjutant and advisor of the 
regiment. 

There are many recommendations that might be made for improving 
the military efficiency of the organized militia, but as a rule the 
recommendations are impracticable under the conditions controlling 
service in the militia. 

Under these circumstances and their unavoidable limitations, it is 
impossible for troops to attain the highest state of efficiency. Contend- 
ing with these disadvantages, the showing made by the organized militia 
as a whole, is always a matter of agreeable surprise.

Report of First Lieutenant Jas. W. Everington, Third Infantry U. S. Army, 
Upon His Tour of Duty as Instructor of the Third Infantry and 
Ambulance Company Section 0. N. G., Daring its Encamp- 
ment near Clackamas, Oregon, 1909.

Sir: Pursuant to instructions contained^ in first endorsement your 
office, under date of June 25, 1909, on War Department Memorandum for 
the Chief of Staff, dated, Washington, D. C, June 22, 1909, relative to 
reports from officers detailed for duty with the National Guard, I have 
the honor to submit the following "comments, suggestions, or recom- 
mendations" based on a tour of duty as instructor of the Third Infantry 
and Ambulance Company, Oregon National Guard, during its encampment 
near Clackamas, Oregon, July 12 to 18, 1909: 

Copies of all letters of instruction, v as well as all orders, which have 
any direct bearing on the official relationship between instructors and 
militia organizations should be furnished the National Guard as well as 
the Instructor, especially if it is contemplated that the officers so 
detailed are to follow "some of the hints given — officers who were on 
duty last summer with the organized militia" viz, "in general terms it 
is expected that you will feel the same responsibility for the instruction, 
discipline, and welfare of the regiment as if you were it's Colonel. You 
will meet the regiment to which assigned when it arrives, supervise 
its making camp and remain with it until it departs from camp." If 
any "supervision" is to be exercised by instructors, they should be 
officers of appropriate rank who can command the camp as is done at 
the large maneuver camps, or, where this is not practicable, the 
provisions of such State laws as paragraph 31, of the Military Code of 
the State of Oregon, which provides that camp and field duty of the 
Guard be under such instructor as the Governor appoints, should be 
applied; the officer detailed by military authority being also designated 
as instructor by the Governor, in state orders, thus avoiding anomalous 
situations fraught with many unpleasant possibilities. 
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In order that the most can be made of the short time available at 
militia encampments, a progressive schedule of drills and exercises 
should be prepared and followed in armory drills throughout the year, 
and reports of progress made on this schedule submitted by the officer 
detailed to make the annual inspection of the militia. With these reports 
at hand, the officers detailed as instructors at encampments could 
intelligently prepare a schedule to be followed during the camp and 
avoid wasting time on subjects already as well covered as the time 
permits. If such schedules covering all points which can be covered in 
armory drills, are prepared in advance and followed, organizations could 
go to encampments ready for the instruction which can not be had 
indoors. By ready is meant that they will have received a balanced 
instruction having devoted time to subjects in proportion to their relative 
importance, instead of devoting so much time to the close order drills and 
parades, at the expense of lack of proper training and individual instruc- 
tion as the many other phases of garrison and field training which can 
be had indoors. 

It is believed that the so called "Normal" formations for attack, 
advance and rear guard and outposts, should not be taught to the militia 
unless a great deal more time, relatively speaking, is devoted to these 
subjects, and more instruction had under experienced instructors. With 
the little smattering of ideas on these subjects gained under the present 
system of a day or two a year of this kind of duty, the troops almost 
invariably lose sight of the tarrane when given a problem, and stick to 
the "Normal" formation; this causes adverse criticism from umpires 
at maneuvers and would result in needless serious losses in actual 
warfare. 

The organized militia in its present state of devel6pment may well 
be said to be between the devil and the deep sea; the ever increasing 
demands of the National Government for greater efficiency, which must 
be secured if the guard is to be worth anything in times of need, is 
making duty in the guard so strenuous that recruits cannot be secured to 
fill the ranks; on the other hand, if this standard of efficiency is not 
maintained and maintained by organizations recruited up to the requir- 
ed strength, the support of the Federal Government is withdrawn 

The officers of the guard, as a whole, are just finding out that to se- 
cure efficient command for field service hours and hours must be de- 
voted to study. Individual study, outside of drill hours, and men who 
formerly went to militia drills and camps for parties and picnics are 
dropping out as the duty becomes more work and less play. The only 
real incentive to belong to the guard, is the spirit of patriotism and the 
bond of good fellowship which exists in any organization of the kind. 

In some towns the armories are used as clubs, and the social side 
of the service attracts recruits, but the tendency in such cases is to 
devote too much attention to the spectacular side of the duty. Where the 
social side of the service is not well developed, the ever increasing de- 
demands for greater efficiency keep men out or drive them out as soon 
as they realize that the game is not worth the price. 

To secure men the service must be made attractive, or some sort of 
compulsory service resorted to. As the country is not ready for the 
last named method, the former must be resorted to. A suggestion as to 
one way of doing this, as advocated by many of the guard officers con- 
sulted is make the armories club houses. National shooting clubs, with 
professional books and periodicals supplied by the government; the 
question of providing gymnasiums and baths as well as club and reading 
rooms and indoor target ranges was discussed; while these adjuncts 
would add materially to the attractive side of the service; it was not be- 
lieved to be policy to ask for them at the start. 
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The question of paying men for attendance at drills, while advocated 
by a few, did not meet with universal favor, as it would not be practi- 
cable in this day of high wages to pay at rates commensurate with the 
services, and anything less would cheapen the service. A compromise 
was suggested, i. e. that transportation be furnished to those who had 
to pay car fare to attend drills. 

The officers of the militia appreciate the work done by instructors 
and anticipate good results from the detail of infantry sergeants, as 
ordered, but believe that to secure the best results, an infantry officer 
on the active list, preferably a first lieutenant or a young captain, 
should also be detailed for duty with each regiment of the guard through- 
out the entire year, instead of for a few days as at present. 

The question of instruction is much nearer a satisfactory solution 
than that of securing men to instruct. With the ever increasing demands 
for greater* efficiency involving greater sacrifices of time, the problem of 
recruiting is fast assuming serious proportions. The Field Return of the 
Third Infantry, Oregon National Guard, for July 12, 1909, showed an ag- 
gregate present and absent (officers and men) 769; of this number but 
58 per cent were present. It is not only difficult to get men, good officers 
are hard to find, so much so that officers who are negligent or dilatory 
in the performance of duty are at times allowed to go uncorrected for 
fear that a reprimand would lead to his resignation. To remedy these 
difficulties some radical legislative action must be taken. The writer's 
experience is .too limited to warrant his making further comment on this 
point. 

Based on the perusal of such official reports of inspections of the 
organized militia, as have been available, and on discussion of the subject 
with officers of both the guard and regular service, the writer is of the 
opinion that there is a commendatory tendency in these reports which is 
somewhat misleading. These reports tell the truth, but not the whole 
truth, with the result that the reading public, the country at large, in- 
cluding the members of the guard, had the impression that the national 
guard is as good a provision for the defense of the Nation as a stand- 
ing army, whereas, were the whole truth told, the need for an increase 
in our little army and for compulsory service would be more apparent. 

Inasmuch as many of the reports of inspections and reports similar 
to this, are published, and officers who make the reports expect this 
to be done, it is believed that a more perfect knowledge of the true state 
of efficiency of the organized militia could be secured by the division of 
miliary affairs if officers required to make reports were directed to 
submit two reports, one of them to be strictly confidential.

Sir: Relative to yours under date of April 15th, in which this office 
was furnished certain irregularities and deficiencies observed during the 
recent inspection of the National Guard of this State by Captain Camp- 
bell King, 1st Infantry. 

I have the honor to advise you that requisitions have been forwarded 
to the several departments to fully equip the National Guard of this 
State, insofar as it relates to entrenching tools, first aid packets and 
pouches therefor. No tentage is carried by any organization; all tentage 
being in the Quartermaster General's storeroom at Portland, at which 
place a sufficient supply is carried to fully equip all organizations of 
the Guard. 

Rifles have been shipped to those organizations that have been 
found short. Spare parts to repair the various unserviceable rifles will 
be forwarded to the Commanding Officers upon receipt of their requisi- 
tion for the parts needed. 

Requisition has been made for 12 field ovens to replace such ovens 
as are in an unserviceable condition. 

Requisition will be made upon the War Department for revolvers as 
soon as I am advised that requisition can be filled for same. The sur- 
plus of ammunition carried in Portland is more than enough to rectify 
the deficiency in the several organizations. 

Bids have been asked for the construction of a brick armory to be 
used by the G Company of the 4th Infantry, and the construction thereof 
will begin within 60 days. It is expected to construct armories at Wood- 
burn, Oregon City, and Salem, for Companies I, G and M of the 3rd 
Infantry* within the next year. 

The Captain of Company D, 4th Infantry, has forwarded to this of- 
fice his resignation, which has been accepted. 

All other deficiencies as noted will be complied with with the excep- 
tion of the blanket roll straps. This matter will be taken under con- 
sideration by the General Staff at one of its meetings.

warding the report of the inspection (A. R. 902) should refer to the 
irregularities and deficiencies by number and state (a) those with 
respect to which the action of the company or regimental commander 
is satisfactory; (b) those with respect to which the action of the com- 
pany or regimental commander is not satisfactory, with a statement of 
the steps taken by the Adjutant General to secure satisfactory action; 
(c) those which are beyond the authority of the regimental or company 
commander, but within the power of the Adjutant General of the State 
to correct, with a specific statement as to what has been done, or will 
be done, to correct each of them, and (d) recommendations which the 
Adjutant General of the State may desire to make in regard to matters 
in the report beyond his control. 

Replies of company commanders should be sent through military 
channels to the Adjutant General of the State. 

The statement of the Adjutant General of the State as to what 
remedies he has applied, or will apply, to correct the irregularities, 
deficiencies, or misconduct, should be in the form of a letter, signed 
by the Adjutant General of the State, and directed to the Chief of Staff, 
Headquarters, Department of the Columbia, Vancouver Barracks, 
Washington.

"The approximate deficiencies in equipment, etc., are therefore as 
follows: 71 revolver cartridge belts; 1442 housewives; 42,390 ball cart- 
ridges, cal. .30; 2884 field rations, reduced; 1442 emergency rations; 20 
sets entrenching tools; 33 wall tents; 226 axes; 252 hatchets; 186 
spades; 148 pickaxes; 71 camp kettles; 380 mess pans, x x."

Report of Commanding Officer, Fourth Infantry? 0. N. G., on the En- 
campment Held Near Clackamas, Oregon, July 24 to July 30, 1909. 

Headquarters Fourth Inf., O. N. G. 
Eugene, Oregon, Aug. 1, 1909. 
General W. E. Finzer, 
Adjutant General, 

Portland, Oregon. 
Sir: I have the honor to report that in accordance with General 
Orders No. 12 c s, A. G. O., the Fourth Infantry O. N. G. and Hospital 
Corps Detachment encamped at Clackamas, Oregon, July 24th to 30th, 
inclusive. 

The several companies arrived in camp strictly in accordance with 
the above mentioned order and at once took up regular military rou- 
tine. Tentage was found at the camp ground as left by the Third In- 
fantry, and the camp was at once in military operation upon the arrival 
of the troops. 

Rations were drawn from the Chief Commissary, Captain C. B. Winn, 
through the Regimental Commissary, and were satisfactory in all re- 
spects and promptly issued. Companies handled the mess without diffi- 
culty and no complaint was heard in that line during the encampment. 

The general work taken up at- the outset and carried on throughout 
was in the line of instruction in guard duly, ceremonies, battalion drill 
and rifle practice. As indicated by orders, copies of which were for- 
warded to your headquarters, one battalion had charge of the rifle range 
each day, while the other battalion was held at drill. Opportunity was 
not at hand for field maneuvers without trespassing upon land where 
we had no authority, and for that reason no maneuvers were attempted. 
Each battalion, however, was given duty for one day on reconnaissance, 
and some valuable instruction given. 

I was met,upon arrival at the camp, by Captain King, First Infantry, 
who was present to inspect and instruct, and who gave us every assist- 
ance possible during the time we were together, which was duly appre- 
ciated. Officers' meetings were held daily, and at these meetings Cap- 
tain King and Lieutenants Jewett and Wilson favored us with short 
talks upon appropriate military subjects and gave criticisms and in- 
struction upon the request of the commanding officer. 

The sanitary condition of the camp was looked after by the medical 
department. The number of sick during the period was very light, and 
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no cases of any importance were reported. The only ailments were 
such as must always be expected. 

Good water was supplied from the well on the grounds by pumping, 
and was piped through the camp. There was no shortage at any time. 

The attendance at camp was somewhat disappointing, many men and 
a few officers being detained at their home stations on account of 
press of business affairs. Reports showed present in camp 31 officers 
and 273 enlisted men. 

In point of discipline I must say that there was manifest a strong 
disposition to perform all duties punctually and properly, and that 
there was not the slightest manifestation of insubordination. Drunk- 
enness, rowdyism and unsoldierly conduct were not present. While 
some courtesies may have been omitted, there is no doubt but the con- 
duct of the troops at all times was the best they knew how. '

Report of Commanding Officer Fourth Infantry, 0. N. G., on the Joint 
Maneuyer Held at American Lake, Washington, August 8 

to August 17, 1910. 

Headquarters Fourth Regiment Infantry, O. N. G. 

Eugene, Oregon, August 18, 1910. 
General W. E. Finzer, 

Adjutant General, 

Portland, Oregon. 

Sir: I have the honor to report that the Fourth Infantry, O. N. G., 
has completed its tour of duty in joint maneuvers at Cosgrove, Wash- 
ington, in compliance with General Orders No. 7, and the several com- 
panies have returned' to their home stations. 

The schedule of departure for camp was followed in detail as per 
Special Order No. 12, and as far as could be observed everything per- 
taining to transportation was well and efficiently managed. 

The regiment arrived at Cosgrove early and made camp regularly 
and without delay or confusion. 

The strength in camp as per morning reports hertofore made, which 
was somewhat disappointing, owing to much difficulty experienced on 
the part of many of the men in getting away from their business af- 
fairs at home. 

From point of instruction the maneuvers were considered a decided 
success. The work was carefully planned, _and consisted largely of field 
work involving small bodies, together with tactical walks which were 
very instructive. The work was so planned that the troops received a 
great amount of illustration and instruction without unnecessary fa- 
tigue, such as is sometimes experienced in large maneuvers. 

I have not much in detail to report. The work was laid out for us, 
and we followed it out as best we could, and I think had fair success 
in solving that were laid down for us. 

We were much impressed with the sanitary arrangements of the 
camp, which were certainly excellent, and this may have been largely 
responsible for the remarkably small number of cases of sickness in 
the regiment, which, according to the medical officers, was insignificant. 
One case of typhoid developed in the regiment, but this was only. the 
development of a case that had been in incubation at home. Cleanli- 
ness was the striking feature of the camp. • 
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The system of ration issues has changed since our last maneuvers, 
but the officers took up with the new system very readily and had no 
difficulty whatever. It was the general expression that the new system 
is an improvement on^ the old, giving more latitude in the selection 
of components of the ration to suit the tastes of the men. 

As is usually the case, we had every reason to be pleased with our 
reception and treatment by the officers of the regular establishment. 
General Maus was very attentive and did everything possible to make 
our tour one of profit and pleasure. And the same may be said of all 
the regular officers with whom we came in contact 

An officer was detailed with our regiment for purposes of inspection 
and instruction. Lieutenant Sykes of the Sixth Infantry was with us 
at the outset, but when his command was moved hurriedly he was 
relieved by Lieutenant Pridger of the First. We were greatly pleased 
with the methods of both these officers. 

As to the conduct of the men of the regiment I can only speak com- 
mendingly. They were required to be present for all prescribed duties, 
and little trouble was experienced. At times when it was possible large 
numbers of excuses were granted for men to leave quarters. While out 
of camp their behavior was uniformly spoken of as being exemplary. 

As a whole, it must be said the encampment was a success and 
nothing but good has come to those participating.

Report of the Commanding Officer First Company, Coast Artillery, on 
the Joint Army and Militia -Coast Defense Exercises, 

Fort Stevens, 1909. 

First Company Coast Artillery Corps, O. N. G. 
Fort Stevens, Oregon, Sept. 15, 1909. 
To the Commanding Officer, 
Fort Stevens, Oregon. 

Sir: I have the honor to submit herewith my report of the joint 
Army and Militia Coast Defense Exercises, pursuant to General Orders 
No. 44, paragraph 49, War Department 1908. 

The enlisted strength of the First Company is 69 men and 3 officers. 
There were present at the camp 35 men and 2 officers; absent, 34 en- 
listed men and 1 officer. The number of men in Astoria on September 
6th not attending, 24; on furlough, 11. 

As above stated, there were 24 members of the First Company in 
Astoria who did not attend the encampment for the reason that, in the 
majority of cases, their employers refused to allow them to leave their 
positions, and in some cases stated that if they went with the Company 
no further work would be given them. 

It is directly due to such men as the above that the attendance was 
so small, and they of all others are the men most affected by hostile 
conditions and the first to complain of governmental inefficiency. It is 
for them that armies are maintained and they are the ones to receive 
protection, and manifest their appreciation of such protection in the 
manner above stated. Such men do not look to the future, but only see 
the present and the dollar that is to be made or saved today. 

The exercises were entirely new to myself and to every member of 
the company, and were made by the officers assigned as instructors, very 
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interesting and instructive. The progress made by the Company was, 
in my opinion, very rapid, the men taking hold with a vim and a desire 
to learn all that could be taught 

We bad enough men for one gun detail and for a plotting detail, and 
toward the end of the exercises the work was performed with surprising 
skill and rapidity. 

Three hundred rounds of sub-caliber ammunition was fired at a mov- 
ing target with 27 per cent of hits, and on the last day with service 
charge a perfect score was made with the target at 5000 yards. 

Everything was made as pleasant as possible for us by the officers, 
and the exercises were enjoyable as well as instructive. 

T would recommend that Coast Artillery equipment for the Armory 
be furnished without delay and that some arrangements be made to pay 
the men at the end of the exercises at the same time as the Government 
pays; also that the men be paid more than $1.25 per day, and that dur- 
ing the year the men receive some pay as well as the officers.

Report of the Commanding Officer First Company, Coast Artillery, Upon 
the Joint Army and Militia Coast Defense Exercises, Held at 

Fort Stevens, 1910. 

First Company Coast Artillery Corps, O. N. G. 

Astoria, Oregon, Sept. 15, 1910. 
To the Commanding Officer, 

Fort Stevens, Oregon. 

Sir: I have the honor to submit herewith my report of the joint 
Army and Militia Coast Defense Exercises from Sept. 5th to 14th, 1910. 

The Militia participating in the exercises consisted of the First Com- 
pany, Coast Artillery, Oregon National Guard, there being present at 
some time during the exercises three officers and nineteen enlisted men, 
out of a total strength of sixty enlisted men and three officers. The 
small number of men present made it very difficult to instruct them as 
was intended and it was thought best to teach them to handle the gun 
without attempting instruction in plotting. Evening parades and guard 
mounting were required and showed lack of instruction and practice. 

I do not think the men learned as much or derived as great a benefit 
from these exercises as those of 1909, possibly because there were not 
as many men present and possibly because there was no incentive for 
greater application. Before the exercises of 1909 it was understood that 
in case the men showed sufficient proficiency they would be permitted to 
use the service charges, but this year it was decided that no service 
charges would be used in any event. 

I do not believe that anything is gained by working the men from 
reveille to taps; some period of the day, of longer duration than an 
hour, should be given the men for recreation, and the daily parade could 
well be dispensed with — twice during the exercises would be sufficient. 

Another thing that occurred to me and one that should be remedied 
if it is desired that militia officers attend these exercises, is that the 
regular officers appear a little more condescending and refrain from 
assuming an attitude of such aloftness as was apparent at these exercises. 

Considerable difficulty was experienced in getting the men to attend 
the exercises. In nearly all of the cases the employers refused to allow 
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the men to leave their work and in some cases threatening a loss of 
employment if they went, and in three instances the employers stated 
that hereafter no one would be employed who is a member of a militia 
company. 

Several of the employers who have taken a decided stand against 
the militia and who are unwilling to assist in the promotion of its welfare, 
are dealing directly with the Government in furnishing supplies to the 
various posts at the mouth of the river, and I believe in retaliating and 
placing orders with those people only who are favorably disposed toward 
the militia. I have given a list of all of the employers who have acted 
as above set forth, into the hands of the Commanding Officer at Fort 
Stevens and it will be unnecessary for me to mention them here. 

I would also recommend that an allowance of not less than $50.00 
per year be given each enlisted man so as to increase the membership 
in the companies, and so that the men will not have to work without 
some compensation. Discipline would be of a higher standard, and the 
men would be better satisfied and perform their work better and more 
willingly. 

I would recommend also the passage of a law making it compulsory 
on the part of an employer to let his employees attend the joint exercises 
and prohibiting him from placing restrictions in the way of his employees 
attending, and retaliating after they return from the exercises. Other- 
wise a militia company is lacking m its effectiveness and little can be 
accomplished, as was the case with this company at these exercises. 

One other thing I would suggest, and that is that the enlisted men 
be paid more than $1.25 per day; that that amount be increased to at 
least $2.50, as most of the men must maintain families, or if not, their 
own expenses are not greatly lessened while at camp, and it seems 
unjust to require them to make this sacrifice, besides drilling at home 
during the balance of the year without compensation and merely out 
of a spirit of patriotism.

I understand from the officers of the militia company that they 
visited all, or nearly all of these employers In person and tried to get 
them to let their employees attend but they were refused in all cases and 
In some cases were informed that hereafter these firms would not 
employ any men belonging' to the militia. 

I have beard of conditions similar to this and In fact I suppose such 
cases are quite common but I don't think that I have ever known where 
such a large proportion of the employers take this stand. A great deal 
usually depends upon the personality of the captain. In this case the 
captain Is a. lawyer and seems to be well thought of in the town but 
he is not very enthusiastic about his military work. In fact be submitted 
his resignation last winter I understand but for some reason It was 
not accepted. I am Inclined to think that a captain with more enthus- 
iasm In his work would be able to Inspire interest on the part of others. 
I believe that It will be necessary for this company to get another cap- 
tain before they can expect to obtain necessary support in the com- 
munity. I am not at all certain, however, that this will accomplish the 
desired result but I do think that this captain has done without success 
about alt he could be expected to do.

» number of men was only sufficient for a fire-control section 
le gun detachment The organisation is a new one and necessarily 
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not yejt well instructed. Officers and enlisted men all took great interest 
in the work and made an earnest effort to master the details thoroughly. 
Their aptitude was very good. 

At subcaliber practice on the eighth and ninth days they fired 300 
shots with 27 per cent of hits. 

The progress made by the company during the exercises was very 
commendable, but the time was too short to acquire thorough proficiency. 
The fire-control section had had no previous instruction, the equipment 
not having been supplied to their armory. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

That in future the coast defense exercises in this district be held 
during the closed season for salmon fishing; this season is now from 
August 26 to September 9, inclusive. 

At other times in the outdoor season hundreds of fishing boats and 
gill nets prevent the district steamers from operating at night without 
danger of disabling them and also running down and drowning the 
fishermen. 

(Maj. A. Campbell, Coast Artillery Corps, coast defense officer, 
Department of the Columbia, Fort Stevens Oregon.) 

The militia company had arrived on the 6th instant. It had present 
one captain (Abercrombie), one first lieutenant (Knobloch), and 35 en- 
listed men, including 2 cooks, who were enlisted as such shortly before 
the encampment. The strength of the company is 72 enlisted men. The 
poor attendance is explained by the statement that the employers would 
not let their men off and threatened them with loss of their positions if 
they left. The captain stated that he made a personal canvass of the 
various employers and begged them to change their decision, but with- 
out success. About 6 of the men were taken by him and forced to join 
the company, these men not being threatened with loss of position. 

The ^situation in this respect is rather unfortunate, especially as the 
date of the encampment was postponed from July in order to meet this 
very condition. It is possible that some of the employers referred to 
are foreigners. None of them appear to have much interest in their 
state troops. 

The strength of the company present was barely sufficient to man one 
gun, without ammunition detachment. 

On my arrival I found that the militia troops had been well instructed 
in the handling of the piece, and were able to perform their duties at 
the piece rapidly and well. A platting room detail was also intelligently 
handling the instruments in that room. No observers had been trained. 

No attempt had been made to teach all the men the various duties, 
but, as in other districts, each man had been thoroughly grounded in his 
particular duties, and those only. The men showed interest in their 
work, and many of them seemed to be possessed of considerable technical 
knowledge, being employed as steam engineers, factory hands, machinists, 
etc. I was informed and am of the opinion, that the poor attendance 
was not the fault of the men. 

The Adjutant-General of the State informs me that interest is 
aroused in the coast-defense work, and that it is now the intention to 
transfer some of the infantry companies to the coast artillery. Seven 
companies was the number stated. This will practically disband the 
Fourth Regiment as such, since the regiment has but 8 companies. 
Unfortunately for artillery purposes, most of the proposed new com- 
panies of reserves are located in southern Oregon, and it will be 
difficult to impart instruction and to secure their presence at the 
annual exercises. There will be ample material at which they can work 
if sent to the district, but the shortage of officers in the district renders 
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it advisable to go slow, and to transfer to the reserves not more than 
one or two companies at a time. 

The suggestion seems timely that special legislation be enacted in 
favor of the coast artillery reserve troops of the various States. It is 
doubtful if in time of war the regular coast artillery troops will be 
largely increased. Reliance will have to be placed to a considerable 
extent on the state forces. These men may be called out at an hour's 
notice. They then form part of the national defense, assisting as they 
will in preventing the occupation of cities and the invasion of the entire 
country. In order to insure their being fit for this duty, they should 
be maintained at a high standard of efficiency. To insure their attend- 
ance at drills and exercises, they should receive a stated compensation 
from the National Government, say $50.00 annually, so long as they come 
up to the required standard. This, additional to their regular pay for 
active service, and coming in a lump sum at the end of the year, would 
be a strong inducement to most of them, and would encourage each man 
to work for the best interests of his organization, both as to recruitment, 
and as to instruction. The cost to the Government would be compara- 
tively small and would provide a reasonably efficient force for manning 
the sea coast defenses.

I assumed the duties of Surgeon General, Medical Corps, by appoint- 
ment of His Excellency, The Governor, January 10, 1910, succeeding 
Colonel Charles Chamberlain, resigned.

From August 8th to 17th, 1910, inclusive, the Third and Fourth Regi- 
ments, O. N. G., were in camp of Instruction together with the organized 
militia of other northwestern states and United States troops, at American 
Lake, Cosgrove, Washington. The following medical officers were pres- 
ent for duty: With Third Infantry, First Lieutenant John B. Roth. With 
Fourth Infantry, Major Frampton G. Brossius. With Ambulance Com- 
pany Section, Captain Marius B. Marcellus and First Lieutenant W. Ed- 
gar Stewart The following officers were not in attendance at Gamp of 
Instruction: Major Jos. D. Sternberg, Third Infantry; Captain Walter 
E. Carll, Third Infantry; Captain Robert E. Holt, Third Infantry; Cap- 
tain Waldo L. Cheshire, Fourth Infantry, and First Lieutenant Harry 
M. Hendershott with the Ambulance Company Section. Of the Ambulance 
Company Section there were present (of a total enlisted strength of 4* 
members), 29. Absent, 20. Of the Detachment Hospital Corps, Fourth 
Regiment, there were present 5. 

In the reports of the Medical Officers there is general complaint of 
the unsanitary condition of the water supply of the camp. Bacteriolog- 
ical examination by United States medical officers disclosed the presence 
of a bacillus closely resembling the colon bacillus. Whilst this alone 
would probably not cause typhoid fever, its presence would be consid- 
ered strongly presumptive of the typhoid infection, and would render 
the water entirely unfit for use. As a matter of fact all the water used 
was sterilized in the Forbes sterilizer before being used. 

There was one case of typhoid fever developed in camp, a member 
of Company "D," Fourth Regiment, of Roseburg, Oregon. The disease 
in this case was undoubtedly contracted at his home station. The camp 
was said to have been conspicuous for the entire absence of flies. The 
latrines were pits burned out each day with saw-dust and crude petro- 
leum. The food supply was abundant and of excellent quality. 

The recommendation heretofore made for the purchase of a modern 
ambulance and two travois for issue to the Ambulance Company Section, 
is again strongly urged. 

In accordance with the "Instructions for the Medical Department for 
the organized militia participating at American Lake," each regiment 
should have the equipment of a regimental infirmary. The composition 
of this is enumerated in Par. 593, Manual for the Medical Department, 
1706. So long as the two regiments are in camp together the medical 
supplies now carried by the Ambulance Company Section would appear 
to be adequate for all purposes; still, as the real purpose is prepared- 
ness for active service against an enemy, the unit of equipment de- 
signed to be used should be supplied, and it is therefore recommended 
that the Regimental Infirmary, whose purpose is "to provide during ac- 
tive field service temporary protection and care for the sick of the 
command while on a march or in camp," should be supplied to each of 
the two regiments of the Guard.

0. N. G. Matches, Clackamas, Oregon, 1910.

Sir: I have the honor to submit the following report, In compliance 
with G. O. No. 8 c. s., A. G. O.: 

By direction of S. O. No. 34, A. G. O., I arrived at Clackamas rifle 
range Saturday morning, July 9th. Finding the range idle and no am- 
munition issued, I immediately directed Capt. Knapp to issue ammuni- 
tion to team captains. The range was then opened and all competitors 
were given the entire day — all ranges being fired over. 

The Oregon State Rifle Association Matches were started on July 
10th, and were conducted in the following order: National Marksman's 
Reserve Match, Eighty and Ninety Per Cent Medal Matches and the 
All-Comers' Revolver Match. These matches taking the entire day, as 
allotted by the official program. There were many entries in these 
events, including quite a number of citizens from various clubs. 

July 11th started with the Individual Skirmish Championship for the 
Butterfleld Trophy. This was a very spirited contest with many entries 
from the Service and civilian clubs. The scores were low on account 
of using the battle sights. They were used so that the competitors 
might be the better prepared for the individual skirmish in the O. N. G. 
Individual Match. 

The N. R. A. Match followed with many entries and was marked with 
some excellent scores and keen interest. 

The O. S. R. A. Matches were the best in number of entries, scores 
and interest of any previous Association Matches. In addition to the 
prizes they give excellent practice for the O. N. G. Matches. 



The Annual Rifle and Revolver Competition of the Oregon National 
Guard commenced on the morning of July 12th with the State Trophy 
Match, for the Company Championship. This was won by Company 
"E," Fourth Infantry, after a very, hard fight replete with interest and 
good scores. This event also included the State Medal Match. 

The State Individual Match followed with a long string of entries. 
The rivalry of this event was very keen. Many excellent scores being 
made. Some very fine scores were made by civilians, using the service 
rifle. Considerable confusion was caused and time lost in re-squadding, 
as a number of men failed to Are, who had been entered previous to 
the opening of the competition. This should be corrected by not enter- 
ing the members of all teams from the records. Time and confusion 
would be saved by receiving entries the day before the match. 

The Governor's Trophy Match followed and concluded the competi- 
tion. This match was hotly contested, the Third Infantry team winning 
the trophy and the Regimental Championship. There Were some re- 
markably good individual scores, but the team average was not high, 
mainly on account of conditions, such as smoky atmosphere and the 
fact that the 1000-yard firing point was too low to give a full view of 
the targets, being partially screened by high ground and grass. 

The State Revolver Match was conducted at the same time of the 
Individual and Governor's match. Competitors passing from one match 
to another thus saving considerable time. 
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RECOMMENDATIONS AND OBSERVATIONS. 

It is recommended that all skirmish entries be made In camp, not 
earlier than the day prior to the skirmish matches. 

That buzzers be Installed at all ranges before the next annual com- 
petition. Much time was lost and much confusion ensued with but a 
single telephone, which greatly interfered with the work of the officials 
and competitors. 

That "sights any" be specified in the Butterfield Trophy and in all 
O. S. R. A. matches. 

That the National Marksman's Reserve Match be eliminated, or else 
one day's additional time be allowed to complete it. 

That all officials be furnished with, and required to wear, the proper 
brassards of their official positions. Heretofore, the competitors did not 
know where to seek authority and information, as the officials were not 
designated by any insignia. 

That a State Team Match be created. To be fired oyer the same 
course as the State Individual Match, and to replace the present State 
Trophy Match, which shall continue by taking the same ranges as now 
used and counting the scores made at these ranges in the new State 
Team Match, and when said State Trophy Match is finally won, then to 
be eliminated. That the State Teams be divided into two (2) classes, 
to be known as Class A and Class B, respectively. Two prizes, a first 
and second, to be awarded to each class, similar to the National Team 
Matches. Heretofore, a few leading teams fought a spirited contest, but 
the low standing teams had no hopes of winning the first and only 
prize, hence their lack of interest Some even failing to complete the 
course after starting. 

That all public spirited men interested in the promotion of rifle prac- 
tice be interested and encouraged to offer suitable trophies in the above 
classes. 

It is necessary for the health of the troops that suitable buildings be 
constructed, with sinks and septic tank connections, and shower baths 
installed. The men have no facilities for bathing when coming from 
the range or pits. 

The ground on the range should be leveled off, so that the targets 
will be visible from all firing points. Prom the 600-yard to the 200- 
yard firing point the ground Is entirely too rough for good skirmish- 
ing. It would also make an excellent drill and parade ground if leveled 
off and sowed with good lawn grass. The ground, together with the 
entire target range equipment, should be placed in proper condition be- 
fore the annual competition commences. This year the lack of prepar- 
ation caused considerable delay and trouble. 

The ground for a distance of 25 or 30 feet back of the pits should be 
cleared and free from stumps, so as to give a suitable place for pasting 
and handling targets. 

It is recommended that all tents be pitched in the camp grove at 
future competitions. The trees and shade should be utilized for the 
competitors, as well as the officials. 

All matches and events were concluded in schedule time. The com- 
petition was completed without a protest, except in the revolver match. 
Fairness and willingness were manifest on all sides and at all times. 
No serious infractions were observed. A general knowledge of the rules 
being apparent after they were explained to all competitors. 

I wish to especially commend the Chiefs of the Quartermaster, Ord- 
nance and Commissary Departments, as they were ever willing and 
ready to Issue, or assist me, in any way. 
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In conclusion I want to express my personal thanks and commenda- 
tion for the good work rendered by officers and men alike. Their work 
on the range and in the pit was most efficient and praiseworthy, as they 
willingly worked at all hours, regardless of rest or mess,

10 to 14, inclusive, I have the honor to make the following report: 

The Oregon Rifle Association Matches were commenced on the morn- 
ing on the 10th of July; the first event was for the butterfield Trophy, 
a cup presented to the Oregon National Guard by the Butterfield Bros., 
of Portland, Oregon, to become the personal property of the individual 
winning it three times, not necessarily in succession, for one skirmish 
run of 20 shots. 

The first place in this match was won by Sergeant A. A. Schwarz, 
Company K, Third Infantry, O. N. G., with a score of 74 out of a pos- 
sible 100. 

The second place was won by Sergeant O. A. Stevens, Company B. 
Third Infantry, O. N. G., with a score of 71. 

The third place was won by J. H. Raz, a member of the Swiss Rifle 
Club, which is affiliated with the Oregon SJtate Rifle Association, whose 
score was 69. 

The fourth place went to Corporal C. H. Odeen, of Company E, Third 
Infantry, O. N. G., with a score of 68. 

This match occupied the forenoon of the 10th, and immediately after 
dinner the National Rifle Association Trophy Match was commenced. 

This match was won by Sergeant C. W. Abrams, of Company M, Third 
Infantry, O. N. G., with a score of 69 out of a possible 75. 

The second place went to Corporal W. W. McCorma,ck, of Company 
A, Fourth Infantry, O. N. G., with a score of 66. 

The All-Comers' Revolver Match was also shot at the same time as 
the National Rifle Association Trophy Match, and was won by Captain 
J. T. Moore, of the Portland Revolver Club, who made a score of 46 
out of a possible 50. 

The second place went to F. C. Hachney, with a score of 45. 

And the third place went to George W. Wilson, who made a score 
of 45. Both of the latter competitors being also members of the Port- 
land Revolver Club. 

This closed the Oregon State Rifle Association Matches, with the ex- 
ception of the Eighty and Ninety Per Cent Matches, for the bronze medals 
of which about 40 were won by the different competitors. 

The matches of the Oregon National Guard were commenced on the 
morning of the 12th, and the State Trophy Match for company teams of 
four men was the first of these events. 

This was won by E Company, of the Fourth Infantry, of Cottage 
Grove, with a score of 502. 
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I Company, of the Third Infantry, being second, with a score of 490. 

And K Company, of the Third Infantry, third, with a score of 489. 

The State Medal, going to the competitor making the highest individ- 
ual score, was won by Sergeant P. A. Livesley, of Company I, of the 
Third Infantry, with a score of 135. 

At the close of this match the State Individual Match was taken up, 
the skirmish run being the first stage in this event. The medal for the 
high skirmish run was won by Corporal A. Nendle, of Company I, of 
the Third Infantry, with a score of 90 out of a possible 100. 

The High Aggregate Gold Medal also went to Corporal Nendle, who 
made an aggregate of 248 points out of a possible 300. 

The second place was won by Sergeant C. A. Stevens, of Company B, 
of the Third Infantry, who made a score of 245. 

The third place was won by Sergeant F. H. Snodgrass, of Company E, 
of the Fourth Infantry, with a score of 241. 

The Fourth High Aggregate Medal was won by Sergeant C. W. 
Abrams, of Company M, of the Third Infantry, with a score of 241. 

The Fifth High Aggregate Medal was won by Sergeant A. H. Fergu- 
son, of Company M, of the Third Infantry, with a score of 238, who also 
won the Rapid Fire Medal by making 50 points out of a possible 50 at 
the rapid fire stage. 

The Sixth Aggregate Medal was won by Sergeant P. A. Livesley, of 
Company I, of the Third Infantry, with a score of 237. 

And the Seventh by Private L. A. Marquam, of Company G. of the 
Fourth Infantry, with a score of 232. 

The Eighth and Last Aggregate Medal was won by Sergeant W. G. 
Williams, of Company B, Fourth Infantry, with a score of 230. 

The Silver Medal for the highest aggregate score, at slow fire, was 
won by Private B. ~Mooney, of Company E, Fourth Infantry, whose 
score was 134. 

The Governor's Trophy Match, open to teams of eight men from each 
regiment, was won by the Third Infantry, with a score of 958, the Fourth 
Infantry making a score of 944. 

The State Pistol Match was won by Sergeant C. W. Abrams, of Com- 
pany M, Third Infantry, with a score of 220, and the second place went 
to Corporal F. M. Mapes, of the same company, with a score of 201. 
This match concluded the events for the season. 

Taking into consideration the change in rules governing the matches, 
the elimination of the 800-yard range and the use of the battle sight at 
skirmish and rapid fire, some of the scores were remarkable, and under 
the same rules and conditions would average fully 10 per cent above 
those of last year. 

The Statistical Office experienced some difficulty in keeping the rec- 
ords together and transporting them from range to range, on account 
of the great number of entries and consequent number of individual 
cards and squadding tickets, and this was especially true of the Ore- 
gon State Rifle Association matches, where the entrance fee had to be 
collected, individual cards issued and medals given out. It was also 
inconvenient to make entries and post up returns in the record book at 
the same time, as only one party could work, and most of the posting 
and verifying had to be postponed until the completion of the match. 

I would recommend that at future competitions a tent be pitched as 
close to range as convenient as a permanent office for the records 
of the Statistical Officer; also that a loose leaf record book be pur- 
chased for keeping the records. This would enable several clerks to 
work at the same time and keep all work up to date, and as many 
leaves could be added each year as deemed necessary to record the 
matches.
